This  correspondence  and  the  accompanying  records  constitute  the  Departmental 
FOIA  Office’s  (DFO)  first  interim  response  to  the  Freedom  of  Information  Act 
(FOIA)  request  submitted  by  American  Oversight  on  September  4,  2018. 

This  interim  response  also  responds  to  the  matter  of  American  Oversight  v.  U.S. 
Department  of  Agriculture,  Civil  Action  No.  l:19-cv-00652  currently  pending  in 
the  U.S.  District  Court  for  the  District  of  Columbia. 

The  pending  Complaint  in  the  above-referenced  matter  is  based  on  USDA’s 
alleged  failure  to  comply  with  the  applicable  time-limit  provisions  of  the  FOIA 
in  response  to  American  Oversight’s  three  records  request  for  communications 
between  USDA  officials  and  various  industry  groups  or  lobbyists  representing 
them.  One  of  those  three  records  requests  were  assigned  2018-OSEC-05938-F 
and  sought: 

All  email  communications  sent  by  Rebeckah  Adcock  to  external  entities  or 
individuals  with  email  addresses  ending  in  .org,  .com  or  .net.  Please  provide 
all  responsive  records  from  April  1,  2017,  to  November  15,  2017. 

Below  are  the  details  regarding  the  DFO’s  search  efforts  for  2018-OSEC-05938- 
F,  records  found  in  connection  with  the  search,  and  a  description  of  the  FOIA 
exemptions  applied  to  select  records. 

Search  Efforts 


A  search  for  responsive  records  was  conducted  by  the  Office  of  the  Chief 
Information  Officer’s  (OCIO)  telecommunications  provider,  Client  Experience 
Center  (CEC).  The  CEC  performs  network  services  for  the  OCIO  to  include 
electronic  messaging  operations,  electronic  calendars,  blackberry,  mobile  device 
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management  (MDM),  file  and  print,  remote  access,  voice,  network,  service  desk,  and 
other  application  services.  The  CEC  searched  the  Outlook  account  associated  with 
Rebeckah  Adcock  from  April  1,  2017  to  November  15,  2017.  This  interim  includes  a 
total  of  six  hundred  and  forty-nine  (649)  pages  from  CEC’s  search.  The  DFO  will 
continue  to  review  the  remaining  potentially  responsive  records  from  CEC’s  search. 

Following  a  review  of  the  responsive  records,  the  DFO  determined  that  certain 
information  contained  therein  should  be  withheld  pursuant  to  5  U.S.C.  §552(b)(6). 

Below  is  an  explanation  of  the  information  withheld. 

Application  of  5  U.S.C.  §552(bK6)  “FOIA  Exemption  6” 

FOIA  Exemption  6  permits  the  government  to  withhold  information  regarding 
individuals  in  “personnel  and  medical  files  and  similar  files”  when  the  disclosure  of  such 
information  would  constitute  a  clearly  unwarranted  invasion  of  personal  privacy  and 
where  such  privacy  interests  outweigh  any  public  interest  which  would  be  advanced  by 
disclosure.  For  purposes  of  the  FOIA,  the  public  interest  is  advanced  when  disclosure  of 
the  requested  information  educates  the  public  about  the  activities  of  the  government. 

Portions  of  the  records  produced  as  a  result  of  the  CEC’s  search  efforts  were  withheld 
under  FOIA  Exemption  6.  These  items  include  cellular  phone  numbers,  direct  office 
numbers,  certain  email  addresses,  conference  call  access  codes,  home  addresses,  details 
about  individuals’  family  members,  and  information  related  to  potential  job  candidates. 
This  information  qualifies  as  “similar  files”  because  it  applies  to  particular  individuals. 
Release  of  the  cell  phone  numbers  and  personal  email  addresses  could  subject  the 
individuals  to  unwarranted  or  unsolicited  communications.  As  for  the  conference  call 
access  codes,  participants  have  a  privacy  interest  in  ensuring  no  uninvited  individual  is 
listening  in  on  the  call.  With  regard  to  the  other  items,  all  are  purely  personal  in  nature 
and  also  do  not  advance  one’s  understanding  of  the  government’s  operations. 

Because  there  is  a  viable  privacy  interest  that  would  be  threatened  by  disclosure,  and  no 
outweighing  public  interest  to  be  advanced  by  disclosure,  FOIA  Exemption  6  authorizes 
the  DFO  to  withhold  the  information. 

The  DFO’s  review  of  responsive  records  is  ongoing.  In  light  of  the  matter  American 
Oversight  v.  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  Civil  Action  No.  l:19-cv-00652  currently 
pending  in  the  U.S.  District  Court  for  the  District  of  Columbia,  administrative  appeal 
rights  are  not  being  provided  in  this  response  letter.

Agriculture  Secretary  Sonny  Perdue  addresses  the  National  Farmers  Union  on  Sept.  1 1  in  Washington. 
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Agriculture  Secretary  Sonny  Perdue  devoted  most  of  a  speech  to  the  National 
Farmers  Union  on  Sept.  1 1  to  his  enthusiasm  for  deregulation. 

At  a  session  in  the  USDA  Jefferson  Auditorium,  Perdue  told  the  most 
Democratic-leaning  of  farm  groups  he  is  "happy"  to  serve  a  president  who 
wants  to  deregulate  the  country. 


Perdue  said  he  was  at  a  meeting  with  the  American  Feed  Industry  Association 

about  the  Food  Safety  Modernization  Act,  which  is  under  control  of  the  Food 

and  Drug  Administration.  Perdue  said  he  wished  it  was  "under  USDA"  and, " 

we 

would  have  a  different  view  of  it." 


"No  one  is  against  food  safety,"  Perdue  said,  but  the  costs  and  regulations 

have  to  be  weighed  carefully. 


He  also  pointed  out  some  of  the  regulations  that  bother  farmers  the  most  do  not 
come  from  USDA,  but  rather  from  other  agencies  such  as  the  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  and  the  Army  Corps  of  Engineers.  He  also  noted  he  took 
Labor  Secretary  Alexander  Acosta  to  one  of  the  Washington  restaurants  owned 
by  the  North  Dakota  Farmers  Union  and  lobbied  him  on  the  H-2A  temporary 
visa  program  for  foreign  agricultural  workers. 

"Often  regulations  are  written  by  attorneys  who  have  never  been  on  the  farm," 
he  said.  "Farming  is  not  a  sterile  business,  it  is  a  biologically  transformative 
business." 


The  Food  Safety  Modernization  Act,  he  said,  is  like  kudzu,  the  well-known 

invasive  species  in  the  South  that  "can  grow  everywhere."  FSMA  rules,  he  said, 

could  end  up  involving  "a  lot  of  things  that  do  not  have  to  do  with  food  safety." 

Perdue  said  when  he  ran  for  governor  of  Georgia,  he  told  people  he  was 
coming  from  the  farm  and  agribusiness  world  with  "boots,  gloves  and  a  shovel." 
He  added  he  went  to  Washington  to  "shovel  things  out." 

Perhaps  aware  that  NFU  members  had  a  strong  relationship  with  Tom  Vilsack, 
the  Agriculture  secretary  under  President  Barack  Obama,  and  often  disagreed 
with  Republican  administrations,  Perdue  said  he  is  aware  he  and  NFU  "won't 
agree  on  everything,"  but  he  has  a  "passionate  vision"  of  USDA  to  be  the  most 
efficient  and  best  managed  agency  in  the  federal  government,  and  he  believes 
a  good  leader  has  a  vision,  "but  keeps  the  back  door  open  for  a  better  idea."

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The  300  NFU  members  in  Washington  for  a  fly-in  on  the  farm  bill  gave  Perdue 
the  usual  standing  ovation  agriculture  secretaries  get  from  farmers  and 
ranchers. 

Asked  for  his  reaction  to  Perdue's  speech,  NFU  President  Roger  Johnson  told 
The  Hagstrom  Report  his  members  are  not  as  concerned  about  deregulation  as 
they  are  about  losing  health  care  and  passing  a  good  farm  bill  that  maintains 
renewable  energy  programs. 

Renewable  energy  is  not  only  important  for  the  environment,  Johnson  said,  but 
"incredibly  important  for  rural  development." 

Johnson  said  he  was  impressed  by  a  speech  earlier  that  morning  by  Anne 
Hazlett,  Perdue's  assistant  for  rural  development.  That  speech,  he  said,  "could 
have  been  written  by  one  of  our  members." 

Currently  Perdue  is  the  only  Senate-confirmed  official  at  USDA,  which  Johnson 
said  means  he  can't  "dig  deeper"  into  policy  until  he  has  a  bigger  staff. 

"I  feel  sorry  for  the  secretary  because  he  is  running  the  whole  show,"  Johnson 
said.

It  was  great  seeing  you  last  week!  Below  you  will  find  our  recommendations  regarding  data  integration. 

There  is  a  lot  of  history  behind  this.  Our  Task  Force  believes  that  clear  and  accessible  data  that  accurately  quantifies  the  risk 
reduction  benefits  of  conservation  practices  will  provide  long-term  cost  savings  to  farmers  as  well  as  the  taxpayers  over  time. 

All  efforts  to  gather  and  analyze  data  about  the  impacts  of  conservation  practices  on  yield,  soil  health,  and  farm  productivity 
should  be  done  in  a  way  that  protects  the  integrity  and  confidentiality  of  producer  data  by  upholding  strict  privacy  protocols. 

Bottom-line  is  that  these  consensus  recommendations  will  enable  producer  innovation  with  conservation  practices,  strengthen 
the  actuarial  soundness  of  the  crop  insurance  program  to  ensure  that  it  remains  viable  and  defensible,  and  inform  USDA  efforts 
to  improve  the  overall  efficiency  and  effectiveness  of  the  crop  insurance  program  and  conservation  program.

Overarching  Goal  of  the  AGree  Conservation  and  Crop  Insurance  Task  Force 

To  drive  broader  adoption  of  conservation  practices  on  working  lands,  while  maintaining  a  viable  federal  crop  insurance 
program,  across  the  United  States. 

2018  Farm  Bill  Positions 

Most  agriculture  producers  know  that  healthy  soils  are  resilient  and  can  improve  the  profitability  and  environmental 
performance  of  their  operations  over  the  long-term.  AGree  will  continue  to  advocate  for  evidence-based  policies  and  an 
actuarially  sound  crop  insurance  program.  Therefore,  AGree  recommends  the  following: 

Data  and  Analysis 

1.  Establish  a  limited  number  (e.g.,  5  -  6)  of  new,  high  priority  RMA  practice  codes  to  track  the  use  of  conservation 
practices  by  2020.  Examples  include  conservation  tillage  and  cover  crops. 

2.  Develop  -  using  an  independent,  third  party  -  a  secure  data  warehouse  that  protects  producers'  privacy  while 
harnessing  the  expertise  of  the  Land  Grant  system  and  other  universities  to  fully  leverage  existing  data  and  help  USDA 
more  effectively  target  its  resources  to  improve  producer  profitability  and  positive  environmental  outcomes. 

3.  To  improve  the  efficiency  and  effectiveness  of  data  collection,  direct  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  initiate  an  internal, 
department-wide  process  and,  in  parallel,  an  external  stakeholder  engagement  process  that  focuses  on  strengthening 
and  enhancing  agricultural  data  collection  to  inform  efforts  related  to  conservation  and  crop  insurance. 
Recommendations  should  be  provided  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  by  2020. 

In  developing  these  changes ,  the  Secretary  should  give  consideration  to:  reducing  responder  burden;  improving  the  types  of 
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conservation  data  collected;  and  helping  USD  A  more  effectively  target  its  resources  to  improve  producer  profitability  and 
positive  environmental  outcomes.  The  process  should  also  include  consideration  of  how  USD  A  can  utilize  data  from 
technological  tools  such  as  remote  sensing  to  improve  survey  accuracy  and  distribution  while  maintaining  producer  privacy. 

4.  Direct  RMA  and  NRCS  to  assess,  between  2018  and  2023,  the  yield  variability  impacts  of  soil  type  and  conservation 
practices  including  crop  rotation,  tillage  practices,  and  cover  crops.  Results  of  this  analysis  should  be  correlated  with 
leading  measures  of  soil  health  by  2023. 

5.  Require  USDA  to  conduct  a  random  survey  of  crop  insurance  policy  holders  by  2020  on  their  use  of  conservation 
practices  to  help  determine  the  risk  reduction  characteristics  of  such  practices  using  the  FCIC's  authority  to  collect  and 
share  data  under  (Section  506(h))  of  the  Federal  Crop  Insurance  Act. 

Over  the  next  several  years,  AGree  believes  implementation  of  these  recommendations  will  lead  to  a  body  of  information, 
analysis,  and  knowledge  that  will  support  an  evidence-based  approach  to  create  effective  policies  while  securing  long-term  cost 
savings  for  the  Federal  Crop  Insurance  Program.  These  policies  will:  enable  producer  innovation  with  conservation  practices; 
strengthen  the  actuarial  soundness  of  the  Crop  Insurance  Program  to  ensure  it  remains  viable  and  defensible;  and  inform 
USDA  efforts  to  improve  the  overall  efficiency  and  effectiveness  of  the  Crop  Insurance  Program  and  Conservation  Programs 
while  supporting  producer  profitability  and  environmental  performance.

Perdue’s  new  inner  circle  at  USDA 

Agriculture  Secretary  Sonny  Perdue  hit  the  ground  running  in  his  first  two  weeks  on  the  job, 
meeting  with  President  Trump  in  the  White  House,  traveling  to  Kansas,  Iowa  and  Arkansas  and 
working  on  his  subcabinet  nominees.  A  number  of  top-tier  names  have  been  sent  to  the  White 
House,  waiting  for  the  president’s  approval.  In  the  meantime,  Perdue  has  a  small  but  mighty 
team  of  advisors  already  on  the  job.  Here’s  a  look  at  some  of  the  folks  you  are  likely  to  meet 
in  Perdue’s  inner  circle  and  their  roles  at  USDA: 

Heidi  Green,  Chief  of  Staff 

Green  is  a  longtime  ally  of  the  former  Georgia  governor,  working  with  the  new  Secretary  as  far 
back  as  his  gubernatorial  transition  team  in  2002.  She  shares  his  “sunny”  disposition  and  “can 
do”  attitude,  but  -  because  of  her  longstanding  working  relationship  -  she  is  also  the  one 
most  often  tapped  to  deliver  any  negative  news. 

The  California  native  first  worked  on  Capitol  Hill 
for  Rep.  Bill  Thomas,  R-Calif.  Later,  she 
established  her  Georgia  credentials  by  working  for 
Republican  Sen.  Paul  Coverdell  from  the  Peach 
State.  Since  her  early  days  of  working  with 
Perdue,  she’s  served  as  an  advisor  on  economic 
development,  transportation,  and  other  issues 
before  ultimately  rising  to  the  rank  of 
commissioner  of  the  Georgia  Department  of 
Economic  Development.  In  a  2007  release.  Perdue 
called  Green  “an  integral  member  of  our  team” 
and  cited  her  “wide  range  of  experience  in  negotiating  difficult  policy  issues.” 

Green  was  also  a  founding  member  of  Perdue  Partners  LLC,  the  grain  trading  company  founded 
by  Perdue,  his  cousin  David,  now  a  U.S.  senator,  and  Trey  Childress,  another  former  Perdue 
gubernatorial  administration  official.  During  Perdue’s  time  as  Georgia  governor,  Green  served  as 
an  administration  representative  with  the  Southern  Governors’  Association,  Republican 
Governors  Association,  and  National  Governors  Association.

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Chris  Young,  Deputy  Chief  of  Staff 

A  native  of  Fitzgerald,  Georgia,  Young  graduated  from  the  Georgia  Institute  of  Technology, 
earning  a  B.S.  degree  in  history  and  a  law  degree  from  the  University  of  Georgia  before  being 
tapped  by  Gov.  Perdue  as  Chief  of  Protocol  and  Director  of  International  Affairs  in  2005.  In  that 
role,  he  helped  grow  Georgia’s  international  footprint,  organizing  visits  for 
dignitaries  and  planning  gubernatorial  and  senior  official  missions  to 
almost  20  foreign  countries. 

“I  tell  people  that  protocol  is  the  science  of  creating  the  right 
conditions  for  business  and  diplomacy  to  succeed,”  Young  said  in  a 
video  interview  with  GlobalAtlanta.com  in  2009.  Just  one  year  earlier, 

Young  was  named  to  a  two-year  term  as  president  of  the  Protocol  and 
Diplomacy  International-Protocol  Officers  Association  -  the  association’s 
youngest  president  and  current  governance  chair. 

Chris  Young,  Deputy  COS 

After  Perdue  completed  his  term  as  governor  in  201 1,  Young  moved  on  to  serve  as  executive 
director  of  the  Protocol  School  of  Washington  and  as  executive  director  and  associate  fellow 
with  the  United  Nations  Institute  for  Training  and  Research  in  Atlanta.  Now  he’s  back  on  the 
Perdue  team. 

Brian  Klippenstein,  Senior  Advisor 

The  Missouri  native  is  familiar  to  many  in  agriculture  circles,  thanks  to  his  work  in  the  industry 

and  time  on  Capitol  Hill.  Most  recently,  Klip  -  as  his  friends  call  him  - 
served  as  the  executive  director  of  Protect  the  Harvest,  the  Lucas  Oil- 
backed  initiative  “created  to  preserve  the  freedoms  of  American 
consumers,  farmers,  ranchers,  outdoor  enthusiasts,  and  animal  owners.” 
He’s  a  high  energy  guy,  whom  one  long-time  friend  described  as  “the 
Energizer  Bunny,  working  at  a  pace,  both  mentally  and  physically, 
that  wears  out  his  co-workers  and  colleagues.  It  won't  surprise 
anybody  that  watches  him  that  he  runs  marathons.”  The  George 
Washington  University  graduate  is  known  as  an  experienced  straight- 
shooter,  with  a  wealth  of  agricultural  knowledge. 

He  also  understands  Missouri  and  farm  politics  like  none  other,  after  years  of  honing  his  political 
skills  on  the  staffs  of  Missouri  Republicans  Rep.  Tom  Coleman  and  Sens.  Kit  Bond  and  Roy 
Blunt.  Klippenstein  was  among  the  small  transition  team  first  at  USDA  and  was  initially 
planning  on  that  experience  being  the  length  of  his  tenure.  Now,  he’s  full-time  with  USDA,  but 
plans  to  work  out  of  agency  offices  near  his  home  in  the  Kansas  City  area  whenever  possible. 

Sam  Clovis,  Senior  Advisor 

Clovis  was  a  fixture  in  the  ag  policy  corner  of  the  Trump  campaign,  serving  as  a  national  chief 
policy  advisor  who  engaged  in  several  different  capacities.  His  responsibilities  may  not  be 
exactly  well-defined  at  USDA,  but  sources  say  his  influence  can  be  felt  across  many  different 
areas  of  the  department,  and  he  remains  very  well-connected  to  the  White  House  -  an 
important  asset  for  the  agency. 
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The  Kansas  native  served  as  a  surrogate  for  the  president  on  ag  issues  and  led  the  transition  team 
at  USDA.  The  former  Momingside  College  economics  professor  was  active  in  the  Iowa 
conservative  scene,  even  hosting  a  talk  radio  show  on  local  radio.  Friends  describe  Clovis  as  a 
great  spokesperson  who’s  knowledgeable  on  a  wide  variety  of 
issues  including  agriculture,  defense,  and  foreign  policy. 

In  2014,  he  made  a  ran  for  the  U.S.  Senate  seat  in  Iowa  eventually 
won  by  Joni  Ernst.  Clovis  was  the  Iowa  director  for  Rick  Perry’s  2016 
presidential  bid  before  leaving  that  post  in  August  2015  to  join  the 
Trump  team.  Clovis  is  a  gr  aduate  of  the  Air  Force  Academy,  where  he 
served  as  a  fighter  pilot  in  the  70th  Fighter  Squadron  for  25  years, 
ultimately  rising  to  the  rank  of  Colonel.  Clovis  holds  an  M.B.A.  from 
Golden  Gate  University  and  a  Ph.D.  in  public  administration  from  the 
University  of  Alabama. 

Kristi  Boswell,  Senior  Advisor 

A  former  American  Farm  Bureau  director  of  congr  essional  relations,  Boswell  was  an  early  hire 
to  Perdue’s  team,  where  she’ll  work  on  farm  labor  issues  for  USDA.  That  was  a  key  assignment 
for  her  former  employer,  and  an  AFBF  coworker  told  Agri-Pulse  that,  while  they  were  sad  to  see 

her  go,  “what  better  place  for  her  to  be?” 

Boswell  gr  ew  up  on  a  farm  in  southeastern  Nebraska  where  her  family 
raised  com  and  soybeans.  She  holds  a  bachelor’s  degree  from  the 
University  of  Nebraska-Lincoln  and  is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of 
Nebraska’s  College  of  Law. 

Before  joining  USDA  and  working  for  five  years  at  AFBF,  Boswell 
practiced  corporate  defense  litigation  and  worked  as  a  political  aide  for 
a  Nebraska  state  senator.  One  of  her  first  jobs  was  serving  as  the  Ag 
Yoirth  Coordinator  for  the  Nebraska  Department  of  Agriculture. 

Rebeckah  Adcock,  Senior  Advisor 

An  environmental  scientist  and  licensed  attorney,  Adcock  attended  the  University  of  Tennessee, 
Knoxville  as  an  undergraduate  and  later  obtained  her  J.D.  from  the  University  of  Kentucky 
College  of  Law.  Shortly  after  graduation,  she  joined  the  Kentucky  Farm  Bureau  as  its  director  of 
natural  resources.  That  work  led  to  a  job  with  the  American  Farm  Bureau  in  Washington  in  2002, 
where  she  handled  environmental  and  regulatory  issues  for  the  nation’s  largest  farm  group. 

In  2008,  she  was  selected  as  coimsel  to  the  Senate  Committee  on 
Environment  and  Public  Works  and  two  years  later,  joined  CropLife 
America  as  senior  dir  ector  of  government  relations.  She  has  previously 
served  on  EPA’s  Pesticide  Program  Dialogue  Committee  and  has  chaired 
the  Pesticide  Policy  Coalition. 

Adcock  is  no  stranger  to  the  Trump  agenda.  She  was  active  dining  the 
presidential  campaign,  serving  on  the  Trump  Agricultural  Advisory  Team 
and,  in  at  least  one  debate  that  was  organized  by  CropLife,  served  as  a  spokesperson  for  the 
campaign. 
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CRP  crunch  puts  focus  on  payment  rates,  rules 

The  Agriculture  Department’s  decision  to  freeze  most  new  enrollments  in  the  Conservation 
Reserve  Program  puts  new  focus  on  the  squeeze  the  program  is  going  through  heading  into  its 
fourth  decade.  USDA’s  Farm  Service  Agency  on  May  3  stopped  taking  any  new  applications  for 
the  program  under  the  continuous  signup  process. 

The  reason  for  the  freeze:  At  nearly  23.5  million  acres,  CRP  is  closing  in  on  the  24-million 

cap  imposed  by  the  2014  farm  bill. 

Ending  the  continuous  signup  was 
necessary  to  leave  room  for 
additional  enrollments  under  the 
Conservation  Reserve  Enhancement 
Program. 

The  freeze  comes  as  demand  for  the 
program,  created  by  the  1985  farm 
bill,  is  increasing  as  farmers  struggle 
to  cope  with  a  long-term  downturn  in 
commodity  prices.  Lawmakers  are 
beginning  to  debate  how  to  pay  for 
increasing  acreage,  and  how  to 
change  the  rules  to  preserve  or  refocus  the  program’s  environmental  benefits  without 
making  it  harder  for  new  and  beginning  farmers  to  find  land  to  rent. 

One  potential  source  of  funding  an  expansion  in  CRP  acreage:  Trim  the  size  of  the 
payments  that  USDA  is  making  in  Iowa  and  some  surrounding  states,  according  to  the 
ranking  Democrat  on  the  House  Agriculture  Committee,  Collin  Peterson  of  Minnesota.  He 
argues  that  CRP  payments,  especially  for  acreage  enrolled  under  the  continuous  signup,  are 
excessive. 

In  fact,  in  some  counties  in  Iowa  it  appears  that  landowners  are  getting  paid  more  for 
putting  land  in  CRP  than  they  could  get  from  renting  the  land  to  a  farmer.  Southwest  of 
Des  Moines  in  Ringgold  County,  for  example,  CRP  payments  averaged  $164  an  acre  last 
year,  up  from  $94.95  an  acre  in  2012.  Meanwhile,  the  average  rent  for  lower  quality  corn  and 
soybean  acreage  averaged  $154  an  acre  in  2016,  down  from  $163  in  2012,  according  to  Iowa 
State  University’s  annual  survey  of  county  rental  rates. 

In  neighboring  Taylor  County,  CRP  payments  averaged  $169  last  year,  up  from  $103  in  2012. 
Rent  for  lower  quality  cropland  rose  much  more  modestly  over  the  same  period,  from  $154  to 
$182  per  acre. 

Iowa  appears  to  be  an  extreme  case.  It  has  the  highest  average  CRP  rates  in  the  country,  and  the 
state  also  has  seen  a  sharp  correction  in  cash  rents  after  steady,  steep  increases  between  2006  and 
about  2015.  But  some  counties  in  neighboring  states  have  seen  similar  changes  in  CRP  and  cash 
rents.  In  Brown  County,  S.D.,  the  average  CRP  rate  last  year  was  less  than  $103  an  acre,  just  $3 
above  the  average  cash  rent  for  lower  quality  cropland.

Peterson,  who  wants  to  increase  CRP  to  40  million  acres,  believes 
funding  could  come  from  reining  in  payments,  especially  for 
continuous-signup  acreage.  “I  think  there  is  some  money  there 
that  can  be  squeezed  out  of  the  system,”  Peterson  said. 

Iowa  Farm  Bureau  members  have  been  watching  the  rise  in 
CRP  rates  with  some  concern,  said  Dave  Miller,  director  of 
research  for  the  group  and  a  farmer  and  CRP  contract  holder 
himself.  Miller  believes  the  situation  will  correct  itself  over  the 
next  couple  of  years  as  CRP  payments,  which  are  pegged  to 
USDA  survey  data,  begin  to  reflect  the  slump  in  commodity  prices  and  cash  rents.  But  Iowa 
Farm  Bureau  members  are  still  debating  possible  changes  to  CRP  that  they  might  support, 
including  capping  CRP  payment  rates. 

FSA  last  year  moved  to  keep  CRP  payments  in  balance  by  capping  continuous  payments.  Val 
Dolcini,  the  FSA  administrator  at  the  time,  acknowledged  that  managing  CRP  payments  has 
been  a  challenge  for  the  agency,  especially  in  Iowa.  Dolcini ’s  concern  was  that  high  CRP 
payments  would  discourage  landowners  from  renting  acreage  to  young  and  beginning  farmers. 

In  many  cases  it’s  in  the  landowners’  interest  “to  enroll  in  CRP  rather  than  rent  the  land  to 
a  young  farmer  at  a  lesser  rate,”  Dolcini  said.  He  added  that  he  hopes  his  successor  at  FSA, 
who  has  yet  to  be  appointed,  “looks  at  CRP  holistically  and  considers  what  the  impact  is  on  new 
and  beginning  farmers.” 

Peterson  says  another  funding  source  for  expanding  CRP  is  to  reduce  rental  rates  by  allowing 
haying  and  grazing,  with  restrictions  to  protect  nesting  birds.  But  he  acknowledges  that  idea  has 
drawbacks  as  well.  Western  cattle  producers  have  long  resisted  allowing  CRP  land  to  be  used 
that  way  because  they  see  it  as  competition,  he  said.  Another  problem  is  that  CRP  land  often 
isn’t  fenced.  “If  it’s  not  fenced,  it’s  not  going  to  work  for  grazing.” 

Sen.  John  Thune,  R-S.D.,  last  month  proposed  a  series  of  reforms  in  line  with  some  of 
Peterson’s  ideas.  Thune  wants  to  raise  the  CRP  cap  to  30  million  acres  and  permit  having  and 
grazing  on  CRP  lands  at  lower  payment  rates.  In  exchange  for  a  25  percent  reduction  on  grazed 
CRP  acres,  his  bill  would  allow  for  annual  grazing  at  25  percent  of  the  stocking  rate  determined 
by  local  FSA  offices. 

But  there  is  still  the  long-running  disagreement  between  those  who  want  to  emphasize 
enrolling  large  grass  tracts  in  CRP  -  acreage  that  is  generally  enrolled  during  a  general 
signup  -  and  those  who  think  the  program  should  be  focused  on  smaller  tracts  with  specific 
environmental  benefits.  Those  tracts  tend  to  be  enrolled  through  the  continuous  signup  at 
significantly  higher  cost. 

Under  the  continuous  signup  rules,  environmentally  sensitive  land  ordinarily  can  be  enrolled  at 
any  time  for  a  variety  of  specific  practices,  including  riparian  buffers,  filter  strips,  new  or 
restored  wetlands,  grass  waterways,  shelter  belts  and  living  snow  fences. 

As  of  the  end  of  March,  23.48  million  acres  were  enrolled  in  CRP,  including  16.15  million  in 
general  signup  and  5.86  million  in  continuous.  (Another  1.06  million  acres  are  enrolled  in  CREP 
projects.)  The  average  payment  for  general-signup  contracts  is  $51  per  acre,  well  below  the 
continuous  average  of  $128  per  acre.

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In  some  areas  it  has  become  very  difficult  for  landowners  to  even  get  enrolled  under  the 
general  signup.  During  the  last  general  signup,  in  2016,  FSA  received  26,279  offers  for  1.86 
million  acres,  but  accepted  only  4,842  offers  totaling  407,116  acres.  In  South  Dakota,  only  101 
acres  were  accepted  out  of  42,332  that  were  offered.  In  response  to  that,  Thune's  bill  includes  a 
formula  to  set  target  acreage  enrollment  for  states. 

Ferd  Hoefner  of  the  National  Sustainable  Agriculture  Coalition  is  a  strong  supporter  of  the 
continuous  signup  and  believes  the  freeze  on  new  enrollments  was  unnecessary.  He  said  FSA 
should  have  continued  taking  offers  contingent  on  enrollment  starting  Oct.  1.  Continuous  sign¬ 
up  “promotes  high  pay-off,  targeted,  partial  field  enrollments”  and  should  be  a  focus  for 
FSA  into  the  next  fiscal  year,  he  said. 

But  Hoefner  said  the  next  farm  bill  offers  the  chance  to  make  some  significant  changes  to  CRP. 
For  example,  NSAC  says  FSA  should  be  authorized  to  enroll  permanent  CRP  easements  for  the 
most  marginal  land,  which  shouldn’t  be  farmed,  and  for  acreage  that  would  provide  critical, 
long-term  conservation  benefits.  Permanent  contracts  could  be  exempted  from  the  CRP  acreage 
cap,  freeing  up  space  under  the  limit  for  conventional  10-year  contracts,  the  group  says. 

“I  do  think  the  time  is  ripe  for  rethinking  CRP  going  forward,  and  I  think  this  might  be  the 
farm  bill  to  begin  to  tackle  a  re-visioning  of  the  program  for  its  second  30  years,”  Hoefner 
said. 


Replacing  WOTUS  not  an  easy  task  for  Trump  EPA 

The  Trump  administration  is  working  quickly  to  withdraw  the  controversial  waters  of  the  United 
States  rule,  but  that  may  be  the  easy  part.  It’s  trickier  to  decide  on  a  replacement. 

EPA  officials  met  last  month  with  associations  representing  state  and  local  agencies  to  outline 
the  agency’s  plans  to  first  withdraw  the  WOTUS  rule  and  then  replace  it  with  something  less 
expansive. 


Last  week,  EPA  sent  to  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  a  draft  of  its  proposal  to  scrap  the 
Clean  Water  Rule,  which  is  how  supporters  refer  to  it.  Other 
federal  agencies  now  have  the  opportunity  to  review  the 
proposed  withdrawal  of  the  WOTUS  rule,  which  has  been 
stayed  by  the  courts  since  a  few  weeks  after  it  went  into 
effect  in  the  summer  of  2015. 

Then  on  May  8,  EPA  Administrator  Scott  Pruitt  and  Douglas 
Lamont,  a  senior  Army  Corps  of  Engineers  official,  sent 
letters  to  the  nation’s  governors  asking  for  their  input  on  the 
process. 


Don  Parrish,  the  American  Farm  Bureau  Federation’s  senior  director  of  regulatory 
relations,  says  a  rewrite  of  the  rule  is  a  “huge”  Farm  Bureau  priority. 


But  the  new  administration  will  face  the  same  challenges  as  the  Obama  administration  did 
in  interpreting  the  hazy  Ramnos  Supreme  Court  decision  from  2006,  in  a  case  challenging 
federal  jurisdiction  to  regulate  isolate  wetlands  under  the  Clean  Water  Act.  The  case  ended 
up  in  a  4-1-4  split:  Justice  Antonin  Scalia  wrote  the  court  opinion  for  the  conservative  bloc  and 
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former  Justice  John  Paul  Stevens  led  the  dissenters  in  the  liberal  wing,  with  swing  vote  Justice 
Anthony  Kennedy  in  the  middle. 

Kennedy  said  that  the  federal  government’s  “jurisdiction  over  wetlands  depends  upon  the 
existence  of  a  significant  nexus  between  the  wetlands  in  question  and  navigable  waters  in  the 
traditional  sense.”  Wetlands  can  be  regulated,  he  said,  if,  “either  alone  or  in  combination  with 
similarly  situated  lands  in  the  region,  (they)  significantly  affect  the  chemical,  physical,  and 
biological  integrity  of  other  covered  waters  more  readily  understood  as  ‘navigable.’” 


There  was  enough  common  ground  between  Kennedy’s  “significant  nexus”  test  and  the 
dissenting  opinion  of  the  four  liberals  on  the  court  for  EPA  and  the  Army  Corps  of  Engineers  to 
use  that  test  as  the  basis  for  the  WOTUS  rule.  The  dissent  called  Kennedy’s  approach  “far  more 
faithful  to  our  precedents  and  to  principles  of  statutory  interpretation  than  is  the  plurality’s,” 
written  by  Scalia. 


But  it’s  the  Scalia  opinion  that  the  Trump  administration  wants  to  use 
as  a  template  for  the  new  rule.  The  executive  order  kicking  off  the 
WOTUS  review  says  EPA  and  the  Army  Corps  of  Engineers  “shall 

consider  interpreting  the  term  ‘navigable  waters’ _ in  a  manner 

consistent”  with  Scalia’s  opinion. 

“The  agencies  plan  to  propose  a  new  definition  that  would  replace  the 
approach  in  the  2015  Clean  Water  Rule  with  one  that  reflects  the  principles 
that  Justice  Scalia  outlined  in  the  Rapanos  plurality  opinion,”  the  letter  to 
the  governors  says.

Scalia  said  the  Clean  Water  Act  “confers  jurisdiction  only  over 
relatively  permanent  bodies  of  water”  and  wetlands  that  have  a  “continuous  surface 
connection”  to  those  waters.  But  Stephen  Samuels,  a  recently  retired  Justice  Department 
attorney  who  spent  more  than  30  years  specializing  in  the  Clean  Water  Act,  says,  “There 
would  be  some  real  difficulties  in  promulgating  a  rule  that  simply  adopts  the  Scalia 
standard.” 


First,  “five  justices  disagreed  with  the  Scalia  standard,”  he  said.  In  addition,  no  circuit  court  of 
appeals  that  has  considered  CWA  jurisdiction  post-Rapanos  has  adopted  the  Scalia  standard. 

Chances  seem  slim  that  the  Supreme  Court  will  want  to  address  the  issue  again,  putting  added 
pressure  on  the  administration  to  come  up  with  a  clear  replacement.  Attorney  Mark  Ryan,  who 
helped  write  the  Clean  Water  rule  at  EPA  but  is  now  in  private  practice  in  Washington  state,  says 
that  “the  Supreme  Court  has  not  been  eager  to  take  the  case  up.”  It’s  been  asked  “at  least  eight 
times  since  Rapanos  to  take  another  look”  at  the  decision,  but  declined  to  do  so. 

While  repealing  the  existing  rule  without  promulgating  a  replacement  would  “not  be 
particularly  complicated,”  Samuels  says  it’s  also  more  than  just  “a  snap  of  the  fingers.” 

The  administration  would  have  to  propose  to  withdraw  the  rule  and  then  issue  a  final  rule 
explaining  its  decision,  which  can  become  the  subject  of  a  new  lawsuit  arguing  that  there  is  no 
basis  for  getting  rid  of  the  existing  rule. 
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An  extensive  administrative  record  supporting  the  current  rule  exists,  including  “hundreds  of 
scientific  studies  that  talk  about  the  importance  of  upstream  waters  to  navigable  waters,” 

Samuels  says.  The  Obama  administration  also  submitted  a  detailed  brief  to  the  6th  Circuit  Court 
of  Appeals  defending  the  existing  rule  a  week  before  Donald  Trump  took  the  oath  of  office. 

But  Samuels  says  that  “simply  a  rescission  is  much  more  likely  to  survive  a  judicial  challenge 
than  adoption  of  the  Scalia  standard,”  which  he  says  “would  be  hard  to  justify  in  light  of  the 
science,  in  light  of  the  case  law,  in  light  of  what  the  agencies  did  in  the  context  of  the  Clean 
Water  Rule,  and  in  light  of  the  brief’  in  the  6th  Circuit. 

“It  would  be  a  change  of  EPA’s  position  where  I  think  the  bar  would  be  higher  than  if  they  were 
writing  on  a  blank  slate,”  he  said,  calling  use  of  the  Scalia  standard  “not  just  a  huge  narrowing  of 
jurisdiction  from  the  Clean  Water  Rule,  but  a  huge  narrowing  of  jurisdiction”  from  40  years  of 
implementation  of  the  Clean  Water  Act. 

The  Farm  Bureau’s  Parrish,  however,  says  that  the  Trump  executive  order  only  said  that 
EPA  and  the  Corps  should  “consider”  using  the  Scalia  test.  “There’s  a  huge  difference 
between  ‘consider’  and  doing  it,”  he  says.  “The  president  was  very  clear.”  Parrish  expects 
litigation  no  matter  what  happens.  “Whatever  is  done  will  be  challenged,  we’re  confident  in 
that,”  he  says,  predicting  a  “knife  fight”  when  EPA  proposes  to  withdraw  the  rule.  AFBF  has 
probably  been  the  fiercest  critic  of  WOTUS,  claiming  that  it  would  allow  the  feds  to  look  for 
jurisdictional  waters  in  areas  that  include  virtually  every  acre  of  some  states. 

At  a  Senate  hearing  last  week,  Sen.  Deb.  Fischer,  R-Neb.,  cited  an  analysis  performed  for 
AFBF  that  concluded  100  percent  of  the  land  area  of  Virginia  “is  located  within  4,000  feet 
of  something  that  meets  the  WOTUS  rule  definition  of  tributary,”  as  well  as  99.7  percent  of 
Missouri,  99  percent  of  Montana,  99  percent  of  Pennsylvania,  97  percent  of  Iowa,  95 
percent  of  Oklahoma,  95  percent  of  California,  and  92  percent  of  Wisconsin. 

The  4,000-foot  limit  comes  from  the  WOTUS  rule,  which  allows  the  government  to  claim 
jurisdiction  on  a  case-by-case  basis  over  waters  fully  or  partially  within  100-year  floodplains  of 
traditional  navigable  waters  or  within  4,000  feet  of  the  high  tide  line  or  the  ordinary  high  water 
mark  of  a  navigable  water  or  tributary.  A  former  Corps  general  said  at  the  hearing  that  the  limit 
was  a  stark  example  of  something  in  the  final  rule  that  “did  not  reflect  what  the  science  said.” 

AFBF  says  on  its  website  that  it  supports  a  rule  “that  conforms  to  the  limits  approved  by 
Congress  and  affirmed  by  the  Supreme  Court,”  but  Parrish  says  the  bureau  is  working  to  add 
some  specificity  to  that.  We’re  giving  a  lot  of  thought”  to  what  should  be  in  a  replacement 
rule,  Parrish  says.  “They  ought  to  start  with  water  -  start  with  something  that  actually  has 
H20  in  it.” 

Ephemeral  streams,  which  only  flow  when  there’s  rainfall,  should  clearly  be  out,  he  says.  “Most 
people  understand  the  distinction  between  a  stream  that  flows  a  substantial  amount  of  time  and 
something  that  is  only  wet  or  flows  after  a  rainfall  event,”  Parrish  says.  Policy  calls  on  seasonal 
streams  raise  really  tough  questions,  he  says.  “We’re  working  really  hard”  to  come  up  with  a 
position  on  that,  Parrish  says. 

“We  think  the  administration  is  sufficiently  equipped  to  do  something  that  is  going  to  leave  a 
legacy  that  will  stand  up  over  the  test  of  time,”  he  says.  “The  key  is  where  they  draw  the  line.” 
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For  the  2017  planting  season,  farmers  dueling  with  Mother  Nature 


Weather  events  across  the  country  are  taking  a  toll  on  the  2017  growing  season,  crippling 
planting  efforts  in  some  places  before  they  can  even  get  started. 

Arkansas  was  hit  especially  hard  by  flooding,  but  heavy  rains  also  affected  operations  in 
Missouri,  Illinois,  and  Michigan  as  well  as  1 1  other  states.  In  Kansas  and  Colorado,  where 
farmers  are  trying  to  recover  from  devastating  wildfires,  a  late-season  blizzard  decimated  the 
winter  wheat  crop  and  buried  cattle  in  snowdrifts.  And  in  Florida,  officials  say  over  126,000 
acres  have  burned  in  wildfires  since  January,  surpassing  the  five-year  average  of  acreage  burned 
in  a  typical  year. 

Agriculture  Secretary  Sonny  Perdue  on  Sunday  took  a  helicopter  tour  of  the  damage  in 
Arkansas  with  Gov.  Asa  Hutchinson,  who  said  flooding  in  36  counties  had  taken  nine  lives. 
A  report  from  the  University  of  Arkansas  Cooperative  Extension  Service  puts  farm  losses 
alone  at  $64.5  million,  a  figure  that  could  rise  as  more  information  comes  in. 

“You  go  down  the  White  River,  and  the  farmland  has  been  flooded  in  mass  expanses,” 

Hutchinson  said  after  an  aerial  tour  of  the  conditions  on  Sunday.  “We  saw  one  field  in  which  it 
looked  like  the  water  was  at  least  6  to  8  feet  above  the  farmland,  and  you  also  saw  as  the  water 
receded,  that  the  farmland  was  still  damaged  from  it.” 

The  situation  in  Arkansas  is  dire,  according  to  Jeff  Rutledge,  who  farms  about  4,000  acres  of 
rice,  com  and  soybeans  near  the  city  of  Newport  in  the  northeast  part  of  the  state.  “We’ve  got 
some  low  ground  here  and  the  rivers  are  really  high,”  he  said.  About  1,000  acres  of  his  corn  and 
soybeans  have  already  been  destroyed,  Rutledge  told  Agri-Pulse.  More  than  800  acres  of  his  rice, 
which  just  recently  went  in  the  ground,  might  survive,  but  it’s  too  early  to  tell. 

Because  his  farm  is  at  the  confluence  of  the  White  and  Black  rivers,  flooding  is  not  unusual,  but 
this  year  it’s  particularly  bad.  Floodwaters  covered  his  land  in  April  of  201 1,  but  a  wet  spring 
that  year  meant  he  hadn’t  yet  planted  his  rice.  This  year,  dry  conditions  allowed  him  to  plant  on 
time,  and  as  of  late  last  week  some  of  his  fields  were  under  10  feet  of  water. 

When  the  floods  came  six  years  ago  only  about  45  percent  of  the  rice  in  Arkansas  was 
planted,  said  Rutledge,  who  is  also  chairman  of  the  Arkansas  Rice  Council.  This  year, 
about  92  percent  of  the  state’s  rice  was  in  the  ground  when  the  heavy  rains  started. 

Rutledge  said  his  rice  is  insured,  but  if  the  crop  is  destroyed  it  won’t  be  as  simple  as  collecting 
on  the  policy  and  then  taking  a  loss.  He’ll  likely  have  to  plant  again  because  of  a  new  “practical 
to  replant”  provision  that  could  be  even  more  expensive.  He’ll  have  to  invest  in  new  inputs,  and 
he  said  planting  late  in  the  season  almost  never  results  in  good  yields.  Under  Risk  Management 
Agency  guidelines,  a  replanting  payment  may  be  made  to  the  insured  if  it  is  determined  that  it  is 
“Practical  to  Replant”  in  the  area,  and  Authorization  to  Replant  has  been  given  by  an  authorized 
crop  insurance  adjuster. 

As  for  state  or  federal  assistance,  he  said  it’s  unclear  what  may  be  coming. 

“We’re  waiting  on  a  lot  of  things,”  Rutledge  said.  “We’re  waiting  on  the  water  to  come 
down.  We’re  waiting  on  crop  insurance.  We’re  waiting  on  the  government.  It’s  about  all 
we  can  do.” 
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The  wait  could  be  a  long  one.  The  National  Weather  Service  in  Little  Rock  is  forecasting  more 
stormy  weather  and  a  USDA  meteorologist  said  another  two  inches  of  rain  is  expected  Thursday 
in  areas  already  inundated  with  12  to  20  inches 
over  the  past  several  weeks. 

Perdue’s  visit  to  the  flooded  areas  followed  a 
news  release  last  week  in  which  he  pledged  the 
“full  resources  and  support”  of  USDA  to  those 
affected  by  flooding  in  Arkansas  and 
elsewhere.  Aside  from  Arkansas,  the  National 
Weather  Service  also  shows  flooding  upriver  in 
Missouri,  Illinois,  and  Michigan  as  well  as  1 1 
other  states.  The  Midwest  Regional  Climate 
Center  says  the  month  of  April  was  the  fourth 
wettest  on  record  for  the  Midwest  region,  with 
some  parts  of  Missouri  receiving  more  than  three 
times  the  normal  precipitation. 

The  weather  conditions  were  also  prevalent  in  Monday’s  Crop  Progress  Report  from  the 
National  Agricultural  Statistics  Service.  NASS  said  that  as  of  Sunday,  just  47  percent  of  the 
nation’s  corn  crop  has  been  planted  compared  to  61  percent  a  year  earlier  and  the  52 
percent  five-year  average.  Cool,  damp  conditions  are  prevalent  across  the  Corn  Belt,  where 
much  of  the  nation’s  soybeans  are  also  grown. 

Some  of  the  figures  are  most  dramatic  in  Iowa.  The  report  shows  the  state  is  behind  on  corn 
planted  (52  percent  versus  77  percent  a  year  ago),  corn  stage  (7  percent  emerged  this  year 
compared  to  25  percent  last  year),  and  soybean  acres  planted  (9  percent  this  year  compared  to  26 
percent  last  year).  Iowa  Ag  Secretary  Bill  Northey  said  in  a  release  that  he’s  hoping  that 
with  improved  weather  conditions,  farmers  “will  continue  to  see  significant  progress  on 
both  corn  and  soybean  planting  the  next  several  days.” 

Aside  from  heavy  rains,  recent  snow  in  Kansas  is  also  affecting  the  state’s  winter  wheat.  Some 
fields  were  under  a  foot  of  snow,  contributing  to  the  state’s  crop  being  rated  27  percent  poor  or 
very  poor  compared  to  the  13  percent  national  average.  That  storm  also  buried  herds  of  cattle  in 
deep  snow  banks.  Preliminary  estimates  show  losses  will  likely  be  in  the  thousands  of  animals. 

Now,  just  two  weeks  into  his  tenure  as  the  nation’s  top  agriculture  official,  Perdue  finds 
himself  literally  getting  his  feet  wet  as  he  assesses  the  damage  of  a  tumultuous  spring.  “It’s 
kind  of  like  being  at  a  funeral,”  Perdue  said  Sunday  during  his  visit  to  Arkansas.  “I’m 
going  to  give  you  a  hug  and  say  ‘We’re  going  to  do  everything  we  can,  and  if  you  need  us, 
call  on  us.’” 

Green  groups  push  back  on  Trump  plan  to  reduce  pesticide  regs 

The  Trump  administration’s  efforts  to  reduce  regulatory  burdens  related  to  pesticides  was  the 
subject  of  a  contentious  hearing  last  week  at  the  semiannual  meeting  of  EPA’s  Pesticide  Program 
Dialogue  Committee.  Over  two  days,  environmental,  farmworker  and  public  health  advocates 
spoke  in  favor  of  continued  federal  regulation  of  pesticides  and  vowed  to  resist  any  efforts  by 
EPA’s  Office  of  Pesticide  Programs  (OPP)  to  weaken  or  delay  safeguards. 


Agriculture  Secretary  Sonny  Perdue  tweeted  this  photo  of 
Arkansas  flooding  after  his  helicopter  tour  Sunday. 
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“Any  time  this  agency  takes  a  discretionary  action  to  repeal  any  regulation  or  to  weaken  a 
regulation  that  harms  an  endangered  species,  we  will  fight  you  every  step  of  the  way,”  said 
Brett  Hartl,  government  affairs  director  at  the  Center  for  Biological  Diversity  and  one  of  three 
CBD  employees  to  speak  at  the  regulatory  reform  hearing  in  Arlington,  Va. 

The  center,  which  frequently  files  lawsuits  seeking  endangered  species  protections,  is  party  to  a 
settlement  requiring  EPA  and  federal  agencies  that  implement  the  Endangered  Species  Act  to 
assess  the  impacts  of  pesticides  on  listed  species. 

CropLife  America’s  senior  director  of  regulatory  policy,  Ray  McAllister,  told  assembled  OPP 
officials  that  while  CLA  supports  “efforts  to  streamline  the  regulatory  process  and  make 
sure  it  is  guided  by  common  sense,  we  don’t  want  to  throw  out  the  baby  with  the  bath 
water,”  urging  the  administration  to  support  reauthorization  of  the  Pesticide  Registration 
Improvement  Act,  “the  private-sector-funded,  fee-for-service  system  that  provides  a  portion 
of  resources  needed  for  OPP  to  do  its  work  in  a  timely  fashion.”  A  PRIA  reauthorization 
bill  has  cleared  the  House  of  Representatives  and  will  be  the  subject  of  a  Senate 
Agriculture  Committee  on  May  11. 

“In  the  middle  of  regulatory  reform,  we  do  not  want  the  basic  but  hard  and  important 
work  done  by  OPP  to  be  lost  or  delayed,”  McAllister  said. 

In  general,  industry  speakers  were  more  generous  to  OPP  than  environmentalists  and  public 
health  advocates,  who  were  critical  of  EPA  Administrator’s  Scott  Pruitt  recent  decision  to  allow 
continued  use  of  chlorpyrifos  after  the  previous  administration  had  proposed  revoking  food 
tolerances  for  the  insecticide.  The  Natural  Resources  Defense  Council  and  Pesticide  Action 
Network  are  currently  challenging  that  decision  in  the  9th  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals. 

Some  speakers  sought  delays  in  implementation  of  two  major  rules  -  the  Agricultural  Worker 
Protection  Standard,  which  is  designed  to  reduce  pesticide  exposure  to  workers  and  their 
families,  and  the  Certified  Applicator  rule,  which  includes  stronger  requirements  for  those  who 
apply  restricted-use  pesticides,  or  RUPs. 

Wayne  Buhler,  representing  the  American  Association  of 
Pesticide  Safety  Educators,  said  EPA  needs  to  clarify  a  provision 
in  the  WPS  requiring  Application  Exclusion  Zones  (AEZ’s). 
These  are  areas  surrounding  the  pesticide  application  equipment 
“that  must  be  free  of  all  persons  other  than  appropriately  trained 
and  equipped  handlers  during  pesticide  applications,”  according 
to  a  list  of  Frequently  Asked  Questions  put  out  by  the  agency  in 
April. 

States  have  sought  clarification  of  whether  workers  would  be 
allowed  to  “shelter  in  place”  if  their  housing  is  located  within 
the  AEZ.  Buhler  thought  enforcement  of  the  AEZ  provision  would  be  difficult,  adding, 
“It’s  my  hope  that  EPA  would  consider  either  removing  or  adjusting  that.” 

And  Dudley  Hoskins,  public  policy  counsel  for  the  National  Association  of  State  Departments  of 
Agriculture,  said  NASDA  also  is  seeking  more  time  to  comply  with  the  WPS  until  resources  are 
in  place  to  help  implement  the  AEZ,  along  with  a  provision  allowing  workers  to  receive  pesticide 
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exposure  information  through  designated  representatives.  Hoskins  said  NASDA  “would  love  to 
have  the  opportunity  to  revisit”  those  provisions. 

Virginia  Ruiz,  director  of  occupational  and  environmental  health  at  Farmworker  Justice,  said  her 
group  is  opposed  to  any  implementation  delays.  “EPA  is  the  only  agency  that  has  jurisdiction 
over  worker  protection  for  a  workforce  that  is  very  vulnerable,  very  much  in  need  of  enhanced 
information  and  training,”  she  said. 

EPA  also  was  asked  to  extend  compliance  dates  for  the  certified  applicator  rule,  which  is  due  to 
go  into  effect  May  22.  Sheryl  Kunickis,  head  of  USDA’s  Office  of  Pest  Management  Policy,  said 
“USDA  is  not  confident  that  these  new  federal  regulations  will  result  in  significant  benefits 
in  terms  of  reducing  risks  to  applicators”  and  that  implementation  “will  be  costly  for  states, 
tribes,  and  other  certifying  entities  as  well  as  for  applicators  and  farm  owners.” 

The  Pesticide  Policy  Coalition,  whose  members  include  commodity  groups  and  pesticide 
producers  and  formulators,  among  others,  has  asked  EPA  to  delay  implementation  until  the 
agency  addresses  its  concerns  about  the  minimum-age  requirement  in  the  rule. 

“Prior  to  this  rulemaking,  individuals  under  the  age  of  1 8  were  able  to  apply  RUPs  if  they  met 
certification  and  training  requirements  promulgated  within  their  respective  state,”  the  Coalition 
said  in  an  April  27  letter  to  Pruitt.  “The  age  requirement  would  require  numerous  states  to 
undertake  the  lengthy  and  costly  process  of  amending  state  statutes  through  the  state 
legislature  and/or  undertake  a  state  regulatory  public  comment  and  rule  change.”  But 
individual  states  should  be  allowed  to  make  that  determination,  PPC  Chair  Ethan  Mathews  of  the 
National  Corn  Growers  Association  and  Beau  Greenwood  of  CropLife  America  said  in  the  letter. 

Another  issue  that  received  a  fair  amount  of  discussion  was  the  ongoing  effort  to  assess  the 
effects  of  pesticides  on  endangered  species.  Dow  AgroSciences  and  two  other  companies, 

FMC  and  ADAMA,  recently  asked  EPA  to  withdraw  assessments  on  the  effects  of  chlorpyrifos, 
malathion  and  diazinon  that  the  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service  and  National  Marine  Fisheries  Service 
are  using  to  develop  biological  opinions  that  could  end  up 
restricting  the  use  of  the  organophosphate  insecticides. 

The  Center  for  Biological  Diversity,  which  filed  a  lawsuit  that 
forced  the  agencies  to  evaluate  the  pesticides’  effects,  opposes 
any  delay,  said  Lori  Ann  Burd,  CBD’s  environmental  health 
program  director. 

“It’s  incredibly  frustrating  to  see  this  agency  considering  an 
llth-hour  attempt”  to  halt  the  process,  Burd  said  at  the 
meeting. 

But  Anita  Pease,  associate  director  of  EPA’s  Environmental  Fate  and  Effects  Division, 
voiced  support  for  some  of  the  streamlining  suggestions  made  by  industry.  EPA’s  initial 
assessments  found  that  chlorpyrifos  and  malathion  would  adversely  affect  at  least  97  percent  of 
all  U.S.  listed  species,  and  diazinon  would  adversely  affect  about  80  percent.  Pease  said  the 
agency  plans  to  refine  its  process,  such  as  through  use  of  better  aquatic  modeling,  and  that  the 
changes  would  likely  result  in  fewer  conclusions  that  a  pesticide  has  adversely  affected  a  listed 
species.  “We  would  expect  different  conclusions,”  she  said. 


Lori  Ann  Burd,  Center  for  Biological  Diversity 
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Democrats  push  legalization  of  farmworkers  amid  fears  of  crackdown 

A  recent  immigration  raid  at  a  Pennsylvania  mushroom  farm  has  heightened  fears  that  President 
Trump’s  crackdown  on  illegal  immigration  could  widen  to  other  agricultural  areas.  Democrats, 
citing  deportation  fears,  have  introduced  legislation  that  would  offer  a  pathway  to  legal 
status  to  farmworkers,  mirroring  provisions  included  in  2013  immigration  reform 
legislation  that  died  in  the  House. 

There  is  no  evidence  so  far  that  Immigration  and  Customs  Enforcement  (ICE)  intends  to  broadly 
target  farms,  and  GOP  congressional  leaders  have  shown  no  interest  in  taking  on  immigration 
reform,  swamped  as  they  already  are  with  health  care,  tax  and  spending  legislation. 

But  just  the  fear  of  ICE  raids  and  deportations  is  making  it  harder  for  farms  to  find 
workers,  said  Shah  Kazemi,  president  and  owner  of  Monterey  Mushrooms,  the  nation’s  largest 
mushroom  producer,  with  operations  in  California,  Florida,  Illinois,  Pennsylvania,  Tennessee 
and  Texas.  “Currently,  we  are  short  hundreds  of  workers  with  the  fear  factor  that  exists,” 
he  said,  speaking  on  a  conference  call  arranged  by  the  United  Farm  Workers.  “We  have 
been  forced  to  cut  back  our  production  because  we  cannot  find  people.” 

The  April  28  raid  at  the  Kaolin  Farms  near  Philadelphia 

reportedly  left  workers  in  the  area  on  edge,  even  though  the 
ICE  agents  were  apparently  seeking  just  four  specific 
workers,  according  to  Philly.com. 

Frank  Gasperini,  president  and  CEO  of  the  National  Council 
of  Agricultural  Employers,  told  Agri-Pulse  he  hasn’t  seen 
evidence  of  an  increase  in  ICE  audits.  However,  there  are 
instances  of  ICE  agents  going  to  farms  to  seek  certain 
individuals  and  then  sweeping  up  other  people,  he  said.  “At 
this  point,  the  concern  seems  to  be  uncertainty  and 
concern  of  being  hassled,”  Gasperini  said.  “Growers  who 
employ  migrant  workers  are  concerned  that  some  may  decide  not  to  travel  this  year 
because  of  the  rhetoric  and  uncertainty.” 

Agriculture  Secretary  Sonny  Perdue  said  Trump  reiterated  at  the  April  25  farmers’  roundtable 
that  the  enforcement  effort  is  focused  on  criminals.  Trump  “understands  there  are  dedicated 
farm  workers  who  are  immigrants  sometimes  milking  cows  365  days  a  year,  and  he  wants 
to  find  a  way  we  can  continue  to  use  the  productive  capacity  of  those  who  are  here  to  serve 
agriculture,”  Perdue  said. 

The  Agricultural  Worker  Program  Act  introduced  by  the  ranking  Democrat  on  the  Senate 
Judiciary  Committee,  Dianne  Feinstein  of  California,  provides  a  two-step  process  for  agricultural 
workers  to  obtain  legal  status.  Farmworkers  who  have  worked  in  agriculture  for  at  least  100  days 
in  each  of  the  past  two  years  could  earn  a  “blue  card,”  giving  them  legal  status.  Blue  card  holders 
who  then  work  on  farms  for  three  or  five  more  years,  depending  on  the  total  hours  they  are 
employed,  could  then  apply  for  a  green  card,  or  legal  permanent  residency. 

“Most  ag  workers  are  undocumented,  and  this  bill  provides  the  documentation,”  said 
Feinstein.  “It  allows  them  to  live  without  fear,  work  without  fear  and  earn  a  pathway  to 
citizenship.”  Sagrario  Arellano,  a  dairy  farm  employee  in  Washington  state,  said  through  an 
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interpreter  that  the  bill  would  allow  farmworkers  to  “come  out  from  the  shadows  after  so  much 
time.  . . .  This  bill  will  really  open  a  lot  of  doors  for  us,  and  give  us  opportunities  to  go  to  school 
and  continue  to  get  educated.” 

In  a  news  release,  Tom  Nassif,  president  and  CEO  of  the  Western  Growers  Association, 
said  Feinstein’s  bill  “elevates  an  issue  often  overlooked  in  the  immigration  reform 
debate:  Retention  of  the  existing  agricultural  workforce.” 

But  Senate  Judiciary  Chairman  Chuck  Grassley,  R-Iowa,  said  Congress  is  unlikely  to  address 
such  a  bill  because  senators  will  insist  on  attaching  other  immigration  issues,  such  as  legislation 
targeting  sanctuary  cities.  “We  just  can’t  bring  up  a  simple  little  bill  like”  the  farmworker 
legislation,  “so  no  immigration  bill  gets  brought  up,”  Grassley  said. 

So,  is  no  immigration  bill  moving  this  year?  “The  easiest  answer  to  that  question  is.  ...  I’m  very 

doubtful  but  always  hopeful,”  Grassley  added. 

Zinke  takes  a  ‘monumental’  tour  in  Utah,  considers  grazing  rights 

Interior  Secretary  Ryan  Zinke  took  a  tour  of  two  contentious  national  monuments  this  week  after 
being  tasked  with  examining  uses  of  the  Antiquities  Act.  The  act,  signed  into  law  by  President 
Theodore  Roosevelt,  allows  presidents  to  create  national  monuments  from  federal  lands  to 
protect  significant  natural,  cultural  or  scientific  features. 

Now,  opponents  of  previous  designations  are  hopeful  a  renewed  focus  on  the  legislation  will 
bode  well  for  energy,  grazing,  and  other  interests.  Last  week,  the  Interior  Department  published  a 
list  of  monument  designations  that  will  be  reexamined  under  an  executive  order  from  the  White 
House.  The  department  will  look  at  designations  in  the  last  20  years  that  topped  100,000  acres 
and  report  back  in  four  months.  Two  such  monuments  in  Utah  got  a  personal  visit  from  Zinke 
this  week,  the  Bears  Ears,  a  1.3 -million- acre  designation  by  President  Obama,  and  Grand 
Staircase-Escalante,  1.7  million  acres  under  President  Clinton. 

Zinke  told  reporters  in  Utah  that  he  agrees  with  protecting  many  of  the  areas  in  question, 
but  wonders  if  a  monument  designation  is  the  right  way  to  do  it. 

Representatives  from  the  livestock  sector  don’t 
think  so.  They  point  to  lost  grazing  from  the 
Grand  Staircase-Escalante  since  its 
designation  in  1996,  where  less  than  a  quarter 
of  the  original  allotted  animal  unit  months 
remain  today.  Animal  unit  months  refer  to  a 
formula  that  determines  the  number  of  cattle 
that  can  be  supported  by  a  specific  grazing 
area. 

“One  thing  that  we  will  certainly  be  looking 
to  get  in  place  is  reinstating  those  grazing 
rights  and  making  sure  that  those 
economies  can  benefit  from  the  grazing  on  those  lands,”  Marci  Schlup,  associate  director  for 
the  Public  Lands  Council  and  the  National  Cattlemen’s  Beef  Association  Federal  Lands,  told 
Agri-Pulse. 
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Critics  of  the  review  say  administrative  action  could  weaken  protections  on  designated  land  and 
make  it  susceptible  to  development  and  energy  production.  Proponents,  however,  say  this  is  a 
chance  to  bring  the  law  back  to  its  original  intent. 

“The  President  made  it  clear  that  he  wants  to  give  some  power  back  to  the  American 
people,”  Schlup  said,  a  reference  to  what  some  groups  perceive  as  a  lack  of  local  input  on 
recent  designations.  “We  look  forward  to  helping  him  do  that.” 

News  Briefs... 

USDA  delays  organic  livestock  rules.  The  Department  of  Agriculture  will  take  an 
additional  six  months  to  “allow  time  for  further  consideration”  of  a  controversial  set  of  rules 
dictating  animal  welfare  practices  in  organic  production.  The  rules  were  originally  finalized  in 
the  closing  days  of  the  Obama  administration  and  met  with  stiff  opposition  from  many  livestock 
groups.  The  rules  call  for  things  like  pasture  access  for  poultry  while  disallowing  covered 
porches  from  counting  as  the  outdoor  access  required  for  organic  poultry  and  egg  production. 
Opponents  contended  that  the  rules  were  based  on  perception,  not  sound  animal  welfare 
practices.  Supporters  of  the  measures,  however,  said  the  organic  program  is  voluntary,  so 
marketing  stricter  standards  for  their  products  should  be  allowed.  Some  of  the  more  burdensome 
changes  also  included  a  five-year  phase-in  period.  The  original  effective  date  for  the 
implementation  of  the  provisions  was  March  20,  but  a  February  delay  pushed  that  back  to  May 
19.  Now,  in  a  notice  that  was  to  appear  in  the  Federal  Register  today,  the  effective  date  has  been 
pushed  back  to  Nov.  14. 

Comment  period  extended  on  Bayer  GE  canola.  USDA’s  Animal  and  Plant  Health 
Inspection  Service  (APHIS)  is  extending  until  May  30  the  comment  period  on  its  preliminary 
decision  to  extend  deregulation  to  Bayer  CropScience’s  genetically  engineered  canola.  The 
canola  is  genetically  engineered  for  male  sterility  and  herbicide  resistance.  This  action  will  allow 
interested  persons  additional  time  to  prepare  and  submit  comments.  The  associated  documents 
(plant  pest  risk  similarity  assessment,  draft  environmental  assessment,  preliminary  finding  of  no 
significant  impact,  and  a  preliminary  determination  of  nonregulated  status)  are  also  available 
for  public  review  and  comment  until  May  30.

Before  joining  McConnell’s  staff,  he 
worked  in  government  relations  for  the  National  Rural  Electric  Cooperative  Association  and  as 
an  aide  to  House  Republican  Conference  Chair  Deborah  Pryce  of  Ohio.  Powelson  has  served  as 
a  member  of  the  Pennsylvania  Public  Utility  Commission  since  2008.  He  is  also  president  of  the 
National  Association  of  Regulatory  Utility  Commissioners  based  in  Washington,  D.C. 

General  Mills  has  named  Jeff  Harmening  as  its  new  CEO  and  board  of  directors,  starting  June 
1.  He’s  taking  over  for  Ken  Powell,  who  has  been  CEO  and  chairman  since  2007.  Currently  the 
chief  operating  officer,  Harmening  has  been  with  the  food  maker  for  23  years.

I  will  let  you  know  when  they  reschedule. 

This  is  a  question  that  may  fit  in  your  regulatory  reform  effort. 

I  have  a  neighbor  in  Minnesota  that  found  me  on  my  last  visit  to  the  farm  to  talk  to  me  about  land  he 
owns  that  has  a  U.S.  Fish  and  Wildlife  Easement. 

During  the  farm  crisis  of  the  1980's,  USDA's  old  Farmers  Flome  Administration  had  two  programs, 
one  wrote  down  farmers  debt  by  putting  a  U.S.  Fish  and  Wildlife  Easement  on  farm  land  in  the  100 
year  flood  plan,  it  was  called  "Debt  for  Wildlife"  The  farmer  continued  to  own  and  operate  his  farm. 

The  other  program  focused  on  land  that  was  in  FmFIA's  inventory  (foreclosed  farms)  by  putting  an 
easement  on  all  the  land  that  was  in  the  100  year  flood  plan  and  then  selling  the  farm.  Fie  did  not 
know  the  name  of  that  program.

Congratulations  again  on  your  position  over  at  USDA. 

I  wanted  to  quickly  reach  out  given  the  Secretary's  recent  letter  to  the  Surface 
Transportation  Board  (STB)  regarding  CSX  service  issues.  I'm  attaching  a  link  to  the 
latest  STB  reports  on  CSX's  service 

https://www.stb.gov/stb/railserviceissues/rail  service  update.html.  Once  this  past 
week's  numbers  are  updated  you'll  see  that  terminal  dwell  (trains/cars  sitting  in  yards) 
decreased  for  the  sixth  consecutive  week  in  a  row,  train  velocity  increased  for  the  third 
week  in  a  row,  and  customer  complaints  reduced  to  our  regular  weekly  average  (were 
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double  during  July  and  August). 

As  you  possibly  heard  from  the  Secretary's  meeting  with  the  Georgia  Agricultural 
Council,  during  July  and  August,  CSX  did  experience  service  issues,  most  severely  in  its 
western  network.  CSX  implemented  significant  changes  quickly  through  its  "Precision 
Railroading"  operations  causing  some  service  disruptions  by  reducing  resources, 
consolidating  operating  divisions,  increasing  service  frequency,  and  retooling  yards  and 
terminals  -  and  dealt  with  two  derailments. 

However,  what  you  might  not  have  heard  is  that  CSX  took  actions  to  relieve  the 
congestion  and  to  increase  communication  with  customers.  We  embedded  customer 
service  representatives  within  operations;  increased  communications  between  sales 
and  customer  representatives;  enhanced  our  attention  to  core  operating  metrics  to 
determine  where  best  to  address  issues  and  add  resources;  participated  in  weekly 
operations  calls  with  the  STB;  and  reopened  Avon,  IN  hump  yard  to  help  ease 
congestion.  This  has  led  to  the  improvements  being  reported  to  the  STB  and  reduction 
in  customer  complaints. 

Additionally,  this  weekend  Hurricane  Irma  has  impacted  the  eastern  railroads  with 
debris,  down  trees,  lost  power,  closed  ports,  and  embargoed  freight.  CSX  is  working  on 
a  speedy  network  recovery  and  have  and  will  continue  to  maintain  communications 
with  the  customers  impacted. 

We'd  appreciate  the  opportunity  to  meet  with  the  Secretary  and/or  appropriate  staff 
to  further  share  this  message  and  to  answer  any  questions.  Thanks  for  your 
consideration  and  pointing  me  in  the  right  direction.

Good  afternoon! 

Nice  event  yesterday  -  clearly  no  shortage  of  issues  to  keep  track  of  and  here's  one 
more  to  add  to  your  color-coded  spreadsheet!  Also,  let  me  know  when  you'd  like  to 
meet  re:  CERCLA  and  I'll  herd  the  cats  on  our  end. 

Mid-August,  several  food  companies  were  notified  via  memo  (attached)  from  the 
Defense  Logistics  Agency  (DLA)  that  several  ingredients  would  no  longer  be  allowed  in 
the  military  food  service.  They  also  requested  that  each  company  send  reformulation 
plans  by  September  30,  2017.  In  talking  with  several  of  the  different  food  companies 
engaged  in  the  issue,  most  of  the  foods  they  supply  would  be  impacted.  For  example, 
hydrogenated  oils  have  been  encouraged  to  replace  partially  hydrogenated  oils;  small 
amounts  of  trans  fat  is  naturally  occurring  in  many  animal  products  such  as  beef  and 
milk;  and  isolated  soy  protein  is  used  in  a  variety  of  foods  including  cereals, 
energy/protein  bars,  breads,  soups,  salad  dressings,  cheese,  and  meat  substitutes  (such 
as  tofu.)  USDA  nor  FDA  has  issued  guidance  on  many  of  these  food  ingredients. 

Sen.  Ernst's  staff  reached  out  to  DLA  for  clarification  on  why  they  sent  this  memo.  DLA 
indicated  to  Sen.  Ernst's  staff  that  they  would  rescind  the  notice,  however  it  did  take 
some  further  communication  before  DLA  actually  sent  out  the  notice  to  the  food 
companies,  (attached) 

It  is  concerning  that  DoD  would  make  food  policy  decisions  without  consultation  from 
USDA  or  FDA,  or  the  food  companies  themselves.  This  has  been  pulled  back  somewhat 
but  groups  are  pursuing  options  via  appropriations  should  they  become  necessary  as 
DLA  has  indicated  that  they  have  not  dropped  the  issue  altogether.  So  something  for 
USDA  to  be  aware  of  and,  if  prudent,  reach  out  to  DLA  as  a  resource  going  forward. 

Below  is  a  bit  of  email  back  and  forth  between  the  Ernst  staff  and  DLA. 

Mr.  Wimple  and  Francis; 

I'm  writing  today  on  behalf  of  Senator  Ernst  regarding  your  08.17.17  Notice  to  NAPA 
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and  MPA  holders  on  newly  prohibited  ingredients,  specifically  the  meat  protein 
extenders  Isolated  Soybean  Protein  (ISP)  and  Soy  Protein  Concentrate  (SPC).  The  Senator 
is  interested  in  learning  why  these  ingredients  are  now  being  prohibited,  what  led  to  this 
decision,  and  why  it  is  being  done  is  such  an  expeditious  manner. 

If  you  could  please  let  us  know: 

1)  What  stakeholders  were  consulted  in  the  process  of  making  this  determination 

2)  What  nutritional  science  this  decision  was  based  upon,  and 

3)  Why  the  suppliers  were  given  only  45  days  to  comply

In  response  to  your  inquiry;  as  early  as  December  2010,  the  Joint  Subsistence  Policy 
Board  (JSPB)  recommended  changes  to  the  DoD  Menu  Standards,  including  reducing  or 
eliminating  MSG,  trans-fats  and  soy  extenders  in  meats.  These  changes  were 
incorporated  into  the  DoD  Menu  Standards.  The  Services  and  the  military  nutrition 
community  used  these  standards  to  develop  the  Healthy  Base  Initiative  (HBI)  and  the 
Go4Green  (G4G)  Programs  to  promote  healthier  eating  for  optimum  warfighter 
performance. 

All  Services  have  a  voting  member  of  the  JSPB,  where  they  manage  and  make  decisions 
on  what  items  will  be  served  in  their  respective  dining  halls.  The  Services  manage  their 
food  programs,  and  DLA  acts  on  their  behalf  to  ensure  the  food  provided  by  our  Prime 
Vendors  complies  with  their  nutritional  requirements. 

The  Notice  was  intended  to  gather  information  on  the  items  that  are  already  in  the 
military  supply  chain  for  which  we  do  not  have  a  specification  or  label.  This  information 
would  be  used  to  identify  the  prohibited  ingredients  and  coordinate  with  the  Services  on 
which  items  they  wanted  retained  or  removed. 

Based  upon  feedback  from  industry,  DLA  Troop  Support  will  rescind  the  notification  and 
undertake  a  review  of  industry  concerns.  DLA  Troop  Support  will  issue  a  Request  for 
Information  soliciting  input  from  industry  on  the  impact  that  removal  of  certain 
ingredients  from  foods  will  have  on  cost,  manufacturing  processes  and  product 
availability.  DLA  Troop  Support  will  also  engage  in  discussions  with  Subject  Matter 
Experts  in  the  Military  Services.  Following  this  review,  DLA  Troop  Support  will  engage 
with  the  Military  Services  and  industry  representatives  to  determine  how  best  to 
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proceed.  DLA  will  inform  the  Committee  prior  to  implementation. 
If  you  have  any  questions,  please  let  me  know.

Additionally,  these 
companies  -  and  others  -  have  not  received  notification  from  DLA  that  the  notification 
is  being  rescinded.  Given  the  looming  deadline  of  September  30,  could  you  please 
confirm  with  us  that  you  have  notified  the  companies  of  the  change  communicated  to 
us  on  September  15? 

The  Senator  appreciates  you  keeping  her  apprised  of  progress  on  this  issue,  and  would 
like  you  to  continue  to  engage  with  our  office  and  with  stakeholders  in  the  food  industry 
as  the  conversation  progresses.

Rebeckah, 


I  hope  your  Monday  is  going  well.  Tara  mentioned  that  you  connected  with  her  regarding  the  Dairy 
Business  Milk  Marketing  Cooperative's  (DBMMC)  interest  in  visiting  with  the  Secretary  to  discuss 
both  the  immediate  dairy  trade  challenges  with  Canada  and  the  need  for  a  long-term  strategy  to 
improve  access  to  the  Canadian  market.  We  think  DBMMC  brings  a  unique  perspective  given  their 
firsthand  involvement  with  the  current  ultrafiltered  milk  trade  dispute.  Twenty-three  of  their  farmer 
members  were  notified  in  April  that  they  would  lose  their  contracts  on  May  1  due  to  Canada's  policy 
change.  Thankfully,  after  a  lot  of  work,  22  of  those  farmers  have  found  alternative  processors  for 
their  milk  and  they  are  working  on  a  solution  for  the  final  farm.  However,  some  of  the  new 
agreements  are  short  term  so  the  issue  is  not  completely  resolved,  which  reinforces  the  need  to 
discuss  long-term  solutions. 

By  way  of  background,  DBMMC  is  a  cooperative  that  was  founded  in  2010  and  includes  farmer 
members  of  all  sizes  in  nine  states  across  the  Midwest  who  ship  their  milk  to  privately-owned  dairy 
plants.  It  is  headquartered  in  Wisconsin.  They  are  a  member  of  the  National  Council  for  Farmer 
Cooperatives.  Our  firm  recently  started  representing  them  at  the  Federal  level  (just  as  news  of  the 
ultrafiltered  milk  issue  broke  -  what  timing!). 

As  Tara  mentioned,  DBMMC  leaders  are  flexible  and  would  be  available  to  meet  with  the  Secretary 
in  D.C.  or  in  Wisconsin,  if  his  travels  happen  to  bring  him  there.  They  plan  to  be  in  D.C.  on  June  22 
and  would  welcome  a  meeting  then.  However,  they  are  also  open  to  meeting  earlier  than  that  if 
there  is  any  availability,  given  the  timeliness  of  these  dairy  trade  issues.  DBMMC  is  also  interested  in 
including  some  dairy  processors  in  the  meeting,  so  that  they  can  share  their  perspectives,  as  well. 
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I  hope  these  details  are  helpful.  Please  let  me  know  if  you  have  any  additional  questions.  Thank  you 
again  foryourtime  and  consideration!

To  ensure  we  complete  our  discussions  with  OMB  and  that  Kristi  is  back 
from  travel  to  be  a  part  of  these  discussions,  I  suggest  that  we  plan  for  a 
meeting  later  next  week  to  discuss  these  issues.  Please  let  me  know 
whether  Thur,  June  1  or  Fri,  June  2  is  suitable,  and,  also,  whether  this 
meeting  would  be  appropriate  for  combining  with  the  existing  request 
from  IDFA.

It's  a  pleasure  to  connect  and  many  thanks  to  Brian.  It  was  an  honor  to  receive  the  nomination  of 
President  Bush  in  2006  and  serve  as  Chair  and  CEO  of  the  Farm  Credit  Administration.  When  I  look 
back  on  my  time  in  Washington,  probably  the  most  significant  accomplishment  was  the  successful 
exclusion  of  the  Farm  Credit  System  from  Dodd-Frank  in  2010  which  included  many  meetings  on  the 
Flill  and  tense  negotiations  with  Treasury  (including  Geithner).  It's  estimated  this  has  saved  the 
System  and  its  owner/members  upwards  of  $50  million/year. 

Upon  my  return  home  to  Illinois  in  early  2015, 1  became  a  principal  in  the  firm  of  Open  Prairie 
Ventures  headquartered  in  Effingham,  Illinois.  Over  the  past  two  years,  Open  Prairie  has  been 
working  to  establish  the  Open  Prairie  Rural  Opportunity  Fund,  a  Rural  Business  Investment 
Corporation  (RBIC)  under  the  USDA  RBIP  program.  Our  anchor  investor  is  the  Farm  Credit  System 
(CoBank,  AgriBank,  and  several  Farm  Credit  associations)  along  with  several  commercial  and 
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community  banks.  Our  target  is  to  have  the  first  closing  of  the  fund  in  the  next  2-3  months  which 
includes  the  final  USDA  license  step.

Brian, 

Thanks  for  the  quick  response  to  my  earlier  message.  Here  are  some  more  details: 

The  Rural  Business  Investment  Program  (RBIP)  was  part  of  the  2002  Farm  Bill  (when  Veneman  was 
Sec)  and  provided  USDAthe  authority  to  license  Rural  Business  Investment  Corporations  (RBICs) 
similar  to  SBA  SBICs  with  a  focus  on  rural  America.  Congress  made  some  amendments  to  the 
program  in  the  2008  Farm  Bill.  Congress  also  granted  the  Farm  Credit  System  (CoBank,  Agribank, 
etc)  the  ability  to  invest  in  RBICs.  I've  attached  an  RBIC  fact  sheet  that's  been  on  USDA's  website 
from  a  few  years  back. 

Open  Prairie  (headquartered  in  Effingham,  Illinois)  was  given  a  "green  light  letter"  from  USDA  in  May 
of  last  year  to  establish  the  Open  Prairie  Rural  Opportunity  Fund  (up  to  $150  million)  which  basically 
approved  our  management  team  and  gave  us  the  go-ahead  to  begin  raising  funds.  We  plan  to  close 
the  first  $50  million  of  the  fund  in  the  next  60  days  with  subsequent  follow-on  closings.  What  is 
unique  about  this  fund  is  its  make  up  of  both  Farm  Credit  and  commercial  bank  investors.  The  only 
other  major  RBIC,  Advantage  Capital,  was  launched  in  2014  with  the  entire  fund  being  made  up  of  all 
Farm  Credit  System  capital. 

This  may  be  a  great  opportunity  for  Secretary  Perdue  to  get  some  early  press  on  help  to  rural 
America  and  we  are  happy  to  work  with  him  and  the  team  at  USDA  and  WH  to  gain  maximum 
exposure.  It  certainly  seems  to  fit  right  into  the  theme  of  yesterday's  Executive  Order  and  can  be  a 
"quick  action"  item.  We  can  provide  more  detail  for  his  team  to  review. 

As  additional  background,  Jim  Schultz,  founder  of  Open  Prairie,  was  chair  of  Citizens  for  Rauner 
during  the  2014  Governor's  race  here  in  Illinois.  When  elected,  Rauner  asked  Jim  to  head  the 
Department  of  Commerce  which  he  did  until  April  of  last  year  when  the  Governor  asked  him  to 
create  a  new  private  sector  economic  development  firm  for  Illinois.  Jim  oversaw  the  creation  of 
Intersect  Illinois  as  its  new  CEO,  but  will  be  leaving  the  role  soon  to  concentrate  on  the  launch  of  this 
new  RBIC.  Open  Prairie  manages  otherfunds  as  well.  When  I  came  back  to  Illinois  in  early  2015 
following  my  service  at  the  Farm  Credit  Administration,  Jim  offered  the  opportunity  to  join  Open 
Prairie. 

Regarding  my  other  current  work,  I  also  serve  as  CEO  of  FARM  Illinois,  the  new  statewide 
collaboration  created  to  position  Illinois  and  the  Chicago  region  as  the  global  center  for  food  and 
agriculture  innovation.  We  have  most  of  the  major  players  in  this  space  as  part  of  this  effort  and  our 
chair  is  Dr.  Bob  Easter,  President  Emeritus  of  the  University  of  Illinois.

USDA  complied  with  the  House  Oversight  Committee's  inquiry  into  accounting  of  the  federal 
agency's  official  travel,  providing  records  that  show  Agriculture  Secretary  Sonny  Perdue  has 
made  eight  trips  on  government-owned  planes  or  helicopters. 

The  letters  detail  costs  totaling  $1 14,000.  Four  of  the  flights  were  on  Air  Force  One  or  Air 
Force  Two  and  were  either  with  President  Donald  Trump  and  Vice  President  Mike  Pence. 

Two  of  Perdue's  travels  were  on  military  flights  on  U.S.  Air  Force  aircraft,  but  the  records 
only  list  the  costs  for  one  of  the  flights,  when  Perdue  traveled  with  Interior  Secretary  Ryan 
Zinke  and  members  of  both  departments'  staff  to  Missoula,  Mont.,  on  Aug.  24.  The  trip  was  to 
survey  wildfire  damage  and  meet  with  firefighters.  The  letter  notes  that  the  White  House 
approved  the  use  of  military  aircraft,  and  the  USDA  manifest  cost  was  about  $28,000. 

In  addition,  the  U.S.  Air  Force  took  Perdue  and  three  USDA  officials  to  Little  Rock,  Ark., 
when  there  was  severe  flooding  around  May  7.  The  Air  Force  did  not  charge  the  USDA  for  the 
trip  and  there  wasn't  an  estimated  cost  provided.  The  letter  said  that  there  was  not  a  viable 
commercial  flight  option  in  light  of  the  flooding. 

Another  flight  was  in  a  U.S.  Forest  Service  aircraft  to  Great  Falls,  Mont.,  and  two  cities  in 
Idaho,  to  meet  with  Forest  Service  officials,  which  cost  about  $800.  The  other  flight  involved 
a  helicopter  to  Camp  David  for  a  cabinet  meeting,  which  was  of  no  cost  to  USDA. 

Earlier  this  month,  House  Oversight  Chairman  Trey  Gowdv  threatened  to  subpoena  USDA 
and  the  Justice  Department  after  both  failed  to  produce  travel  documents,  which  the  committee 
asked  from  the  White  House  and  24  federal  agencies  for  an  Oct.  10  deadline.  USDA  produced 
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the  numbers  in  an  Oct.  24  letter,  ahead  of  the  final  Oct.  3 1  deadline. 

Perdue's  most  expensive  flight  was  a  $35,000  June  trip  for  a  farm  innovation  and  technology 
event  on  Air  Force  One  with  his  chief  of  staff  Heidi  Green,  Trump  and  other  cabinet 
secretaries.  The  records  do  not  include  the  cost  of  one  of  the  flights,  as  the  department  is 
confirming  costs  with  the  Defense  Department. 

The  bipartisan  move  to  investigate  how  Trump  cabinet  secretaries  have  been  using  charter  jets 
and  other  taxpayer-funded  flights  comes  following  POLITICO'S  reporting  on  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dollars  in  charter  jet  travel  by  former  Health  and  Human  Services  Secretary  Tom 
Price. 

The  USD  A  letter  said  that  Perdue  and  other  non-career  officials  did  not  take  any  flights  on 
charter  planes  or  leased  aircraft. 

In  another  letter,  USD  A  said  it  had  no  records  of  federal  funds  spent  on  products  and  services 
provided  from  businesses  owned  by  or  affiliated  with  Trump  Organization.  This  comes  in 
response  to  an  August  request  from  House  Oversight  to  provide  documents  related  to  spending 
associated  with  the  Trump  family  company.

Dear  USDA  Family: 
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The  United  States  has  achieved  an  agricultural  trade  surplus,  thanks, 
in  large  part,  to  the  success  of  our  producers  and  the  work  of  USD  A 
staff  to  help  America’s  farmers,  ranchers,  foresters,  and 
businesspeople  access  new  markets.  These  combined  efforts  have 
sent  the  value  of  U.S.  agricultural  exports  surging  by  more  than  50 
percent  over  the  past  six  years.  That  progress  has  created  jobs  and 
fostered  growth  that  is  critically  important  for  rural  communities  and 
our  entire  nation's  economy. 

Congress  provided  direction  for  USD  A  in  the  last  Farm  Bill  to 
examine  options  for  reorganizing  the  international  trade  functions  at 
USDA  and  potentially  creating  a  new  Undersecretary  for  Trade  and 
Foreign  Agricultural  Affairs.

economy.  In  particular,  USDA  continues  to  negotiate  and  support 
strong  trade  deals  that  will  open  up  markets  and  help  farms,  ranches, 
forests,  and  production  facilities  grow,  create  jobs,  and  increase 
wages.  This  plan  also  details  additional  changes  to  our  Department 
that  will  improve  the  effectiveness  of  USDA  efforts  to  meet  the  needs 
of  agricultural  and  forest  managers  and  demonstrate  increased 
accountability  to  the  American  taxpayer.

Hello  Rebeckah  - 

My  name  is  Seth  Ginther  and  I  am  the  Executive  Director  of  the  US  I  ndustrial  Pellet 
Association  (USI  PA).  I  believe  that  you  had  the  opportunity  to  meet  our  Chairman,  Thomas 
Meth  about  three  weeks  ago  in  a  meeting  with  Secretary  Perdue  and  a  number  of  US 
forestry  association  executives.  I  unfortunately  was  in  Europe  on  some  policy  work,  so  was 
unable  to  join. 

I  am  reaching  out  because  Thomas'  company  Enviva  is  in  the  process  of  negotiating  a  long 
term  offtake  agreement  with  a  J  apanese  customer.  The  project  would  be  the  first  for  a  US 
company  in  Asia  in  the  industrial  wood  pellet  space  and  if  it  is  signed,  Enviva  will  make  an 
approximately  $117  million  capital  investment  in  the  rural  Southeastern  US  to  build  a  pellet 
mill  with  about  100  full  time  positions,  not  to  mention  the  hundreds  of  indirect  jobs  that 
would  be  created.  For  a  better  understanding  of  the  total  economic  impact  of  the  proposed 
plant,  I  am  attaching  a  copy  of  an  economic  impact  analysis  that  was  prepared  by  Chmura 
Economics  for  the  last  project  that  Enviva  commissioned  in  Sampson  County,  North 
Carolina. 

As  you  will  see  below,  the  potential  J  apanese  customer  is  asking  that  USDA  reach  out 
directly  to  the  J  apanese  regulator  which  is  called  METI .  We  have  been  in  contact  with  the 
embassy  in  J  apan  but  it  appears  that  all  of  our  contacts  in  Tokyo  are  out  of  the  office  at  this 
time.  Accordingly,  we  wanted  to  bring  this  to  your  attention  to  see  if  you  might  be  able  to 
connect  us  with  somebody  within  USDA,  or  in  the  Secretary's  office  who  could  do  some 
outreach  to  METI .

It  appears  METI  is  currently  trying  to  mitigate  new  installation  of  biomass  power  generation 
project  by  implementing  new  rule  in  the  process  for  FIT  approval,  as  the  total  biomass  projects 
account  for  16-17GW  (including  the  capacity  under  operation  and  the  capacity  applying  for

^OVERSIGHT 
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FIT  eligibility)  while  2030  target  for  the  total  capacity  of  biomass  generation  is  just  7GW. 

Every  Japanese  utility  company  has  recently  decided  to  apply  for  FIT  by  utilizing  existing 
coal-fired  or  oil-fired  thermal  power  stations  for  either  co-combustion  with  biomass  or 
dedicated  biomass  by  revamping,  which  ended  up  with  piling  up  the  total  capacity  of  biomass 
as  above  mentioned.  However,  most  on  them  are  far  from  reality  without  any  idea  how  to  get 
long  term  pellet  procurement.  They  just  wanted  to  be  FIT  eligibility  for  getting  future  option. 

The  problem  is  METI  starts  questioning  a  biomass  project  with  utilizing  the  existing  power 
station,  that  METI  thinks  should  be  a  lucrative  project  compared  with  a  green  field  project. 
Unfortunately,  AIOI  project  is  among  the  targets  which  METI  is  willing  to  exclude  from  FIT 
eligible  projects.  Since  we  received  such  notice  from  METI  two  days  ago,  we've  been  in  talk 
with  METI,  including  the  top  management  of  Mitsubishi  and  Kansai,  in  order  to  let  METI 
recognize  AIOI  project  is  eligible  for  FIT.  We  claimed  that  PIC  of  METI  said  several  times  to 
us  that  AIOI  project  is  eligible  for  FIT,  and  such  sudden  change  will  lose  credit  of  Japanese 
government. 

The  discussion  with  METI  is  still  continued  and  our  top  management  will  visit  to  METI  next 
Monday  for  a  face  to  face  meeting.  Meanwhile,  we  are  wondering  if  ENVIVA  could  have  the 
US  Embassy  in  Tokyo  to  get  in  touch  with  METI  in  order  to  have  METI  understand  that  we 
are  about  to  sign  the  fuel  supply  agreement  for  AIOI  project.  If  this  project  were  to  be  invalid 
for  FIT  due  to  METI  new  order,  we  would  have  METI  recognize  that  we  get  huge  loss  out  of 
this  project.

My  name  is  Seth  Ginther  and  I  am  the  Executive  Director  of  the  US  I  ndustrial  Pellet 
Association  (USI  PA).  I  believe  that  you  had  the  opportunity  to  meet  our  Chairman,  Thomas 
Meth  about  three  weeks  ago  in  a  meeting  with  Secretary  Perdue  and  a  number  of  US 
forestry  association  executives.  I  unfortunately  was  in  Europe  on  some  policy  work,  so  was 
unable  to  join. 

I  am  reaching  out  because  Thomas'  company  Enviva  is  in  the  process  of  negotiating  a  long 
term  offtake  agreement  with  a  J  apanese  customer.  The  project  would  be  the  first  for  a  US 
company  in  Asia  in  the  industrial  wood  pellet  space  and  if  it  is  signed,  Enviva  will  make  an 
approximately  $117  million  capital  investment  in  the  rural  Southeastern  US  to  build  a  pellet 
mill  with  about  100  full  time  positions,  not  to  mention  the  hundreds  of  indirect  jobs  that 
would  be  created.  For  a  better  understanding  of  the  total  economic  impact  of  the  proposed 
plant,  I  am  attaching  a  copy  of  an  economic  impact  analysis  that  was  prepared  by  Chmura 
Economics  for  the  last  project  that  Enviva  commissioned  in  Sampson  County,  North 
Carolina. 

As  you  will  see  below,  the  potential  J  apanese  customer  is  asking  that  USDA  reach  out 
directly  to  the  J  apanese  regulator  which  is  called  METI .  We  have  been  in  contact  with  the 
embassy  in  J  apan  but  it  appears  that  all  of  our  contacts  in  Tokyo  are  out  of  the  office  at  this 
time.  Accordingly,  we  wanted  to  bring  this  to  your  attention  to  see  if  you  might  be  able  to 
connect  us  with  somebody  within  USDA,  or  in  the  Secretary's  office  who  could  do  some 
outreach  to  METI . 
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We  have  heard  again  from  the  potential  customer  today  and  they  have  again  requested  that 
there  be  some  outreach  from  the  US  government  to  METI.  Would  it  be  possible  to  schedule 
a  call  with  you,  or  your  designee  on  Wednesday  to  discuss  further,  so  that  we  could  give  you 
some  additional  background  on  the  request? 


We  feel  that  this  project  falls  directly  into  the  mission  of  creating  rural  jobs  in  the  US 
Southeast  and  would  appreciate  any  support  you  all  could  offer.

It  appears  METI  is  currently  trying  to  mitigate  new  installation  of  biomass  power  generation 
project  by  implementing  new  rule  in  the  process  for  FIT  approval,  as  the  total  biomass  projects 
account  for  16-17GW  (including  the  capacity  under  operation  and  the  capacity  applying  for 
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FIT  eligibility)  while  2030  target  for  the  total  capacity  of  biomass  generation  is  just  7GW. 

Every  Japanese  utility  company  has  recently  decided  to  apply  for  FIT  by  utilizing  existing 
coal-fired  or  oil-fired  thermal  power  stations  for  either  co-combustion  with  biomass  or 
dedicated  biomass  by  revamping,  which  ended  up  with  piling  up  the  total  capacity  of  biomass 
as  above  mentioned.  However,  most  on  them  are  far  from  reality  without  any  idea  how  to  get 
long  term  pellet  procurement.  They  just  wanted  to  be  FIT  eligibility  for  getting  future  option. 

The  problem  is  METI  starts  questioning  a  biomass  project  with  utilizing  the  existing  power 
station,  that  METI  thinks  should  be  a  lucrative  project  compared  with  a  green  field  project. 
Unfortunately,  AIOI  project  is  among  the  targets  which  METI  is  willing  to  exclude  from  FIT 
eligible  projects.  Since  we  received  such  notice  from  METI  two  days  ago,  we've  been  in  talk 
with  METI,  including  the  top  management  of  Mitsubishi  and  Kansai,  in  order  to  let  METI 
recognize  AIOI  project  is  eligible  for  FIT.  We  claimed  that  PIC  of  METI  said  several  times  to 
us  that  AIOI  project  is  eligible  for  FIT,  and  such  sudden  change  will  lose  credit  of  Japanese 
government. 

The  discussion  with  METI  is  still  continued  and  our  top  management  will  visit  to  METI  next 
Monday  for  a  face  to  face  meeting.  Meanwhile,  we  are  wondering  if  ENVIVA  could  have  the 
US  Embassy  in  Tokyo  to  get  in  touch  with  METI  in  order  to  have  METI  understand  that  we 
are  about  to  sign  the  fuel  supply  agreement  for  AIOI  project.  If  this  project  were  to  be  invalid 
for  FIT  due  to  METI  new  order,  we  would  have  METI  recognize  that  we  get  huge  loss  out  of 
this  project.

Attached  is  the  cranberry  industry  letter  in  support  of  Section  32  cranberry  purchases  which  will  also 
be  hand  delivered  today.  As  discussed  in  our  recent  meeting,  the  magnitude  of  the  oversupply  is 
that  with  the  total  crop  size  up  over  56%  (since  2010),  and  a  record  crop  of  13.6  million  barrels 
in  2016  the  industry  has  over  a  year's  product  that  has  not  been  sold.

Dear  Secretary  Perdue: 

First,  on  behalf  of  the  U.S.  cranberry  industry,  congratulations  on  your  recent  confirmation  as 
Secretary  of  Agriculture.  The  cranberry  industry  in  the  United  States  is  located  in  Wisconsin, 
Massachusetts,  New  Jersey,  Washington,  and  Oregon.  It  is  comprised  of  about  one  thousand  farms 
with  a  median  farm  size  of  under  25  acres.  Our  farmers  are  typically  multi-generational  family 
operations,  and  we  take  great  pride  in  delivering  the  large  majority  of  the  world's  crop.  Although  we're 
small  compared  to  other  crops,  we  are  important  contributors  to  our  local  and  state  economies:  on  and 
off  the  farm,  cranberry  agriculture  provides  $3.6  billion  in  economic  activity  annually.1  We  look  forward 
to  working  with  you  on  the  host  of  issues  that  impact  cranberry  farmers. 

The  purpose  of  this  letter  -  which  we  send  as  the  representatives  of  over  95%  of  the  cranberries 
grown  and  handled  in  the  United  States  -  is  to  respectfully  request  that  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
make  contingency  purchases  under  its  Section  32  Farm  and  Food  Support  Program  for  fiscal  year  2017 
of  approximately  $50  million  on  500,000  barrels  of  cranberry  products. 

The  simple  fact  is  that  the  U.S.  cranberry  industry  is  in  the  midst  of  an  oversupply  problem  as  a 
result  of  multiple  consecutive  years  of  high  crop  sizes.  Inventories  are  now  at  record  levels  and  prices 
have  dropped  significantly.  A  purchase  of  this  nature  is  precisely  in  line  with  the  purpose  of  the  Section 
32  program  -  to  aid  crops  experiencing  emergency  surplus  situations  by  removing  products  from 
normal  marketing  channels  in  order  to  help  increase  prices.  By  making  such  a  purchase,  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  will  help  the  U.S.  cranberry  industry  avoid  disaster  as  it  continues  to  work  its 
way  out  of  this  historic  oversupply.

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The  serious  nature  of  the  supply  issues  impacting  the  U.S.  cranberry  industry  is  difficult  to 
overstate.  Recent  years  have  seen  substantially  increased  crops,  with  the  total  crop  size  since  2010  up 

over  56%,  and  a  record  crop  of  13.6  million 
barrels  in  2016.  (chart  left). 
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Making  matters  worse,  ending  inventories 
now  far  exceed  what  they  have  historically 
been  when  the  industry  is  in  supply-demand 
balance.  Farm  returns  have  followed  suit 
and  dropped  significantly,  placing  many 
small  family  cranberry  farms  across 
Wisconsin,  Massachusetts,  New  Jersey, 
Washington  and  Oregon  in  dire  financial 
shape.  Without  significant  Section  32 
purchases  in  fiscal  year  2017,  the  situation  is  likely  to  become  even  more  stark.

It  is  important  to  note  that  we  understand  these  purchases  must  be  only  one  tool  in  the 
cranberry  industry's  toolbox  as  it  works  to  overcome  current  supply  challenges.  Said  another  way,  the 
cranberry  industry  must  help  itself  find  creative  ways  to  overcome  the  recent  record  crops.  To  that  end, 
the  industry  is  actively  working  to  expand  the  global  demand  for  our  distinctively  North  American  fruit 
(which  is  overwhelmingly  grown  in  the  United  States).  International  sales  growth  continues  to  be  a 
focal  point,  and  expanding  to  new  markets  has  resulted  in  U.S.  cranberry  exports  increasing  over  7%  last 
year.  In  addition,  the  industry  as  a  whole  continues  to  spend  millions  on  health  research  as  a  way  to 
bolster  the  health  credentials  of  our  nutritious  fruit,  in  order  to  help  drive  demand. 


Another  important  tool  the  industry  has  the  potential  use  of  is  a  supply  control  in  the  form  of  a 
volume  regulation  under  the  cranberry  industry's  marketing  order  (7  C.F.R.  §929.1,  et.  seq.),  which 
would  come  at  the  recommendation  of  the  Cranberry  Marketing  Committee  and  final  approval  by  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture.  Because  of  the  serious  nature  of  the  oversupply,  we  view  a  potential  volume 
regulation  as  a  tool  that  would  complement,  but  not  replace,  the  Section  32  purchases  requested  here. 

In  summary,  we  appreciate  all  the  support  that  USDA  has  provided  to  the  cranberry  industry  and 
thank  you  in  advance  for  your  consideration  of  this  request  for  purchases  under  Section  32.  We  look 
forward  to  working  with  your  staff  to  address  the  current  surplus  and  further  develop  marketing 
opportunities  abroad  as  well  as  within  USDA  food  and  nutrition  programs.

Dear  Ms.  France  and  Mr.  McGrath: 

This  correspondence  and  the  accompanying  records  constitute  the  Departmental 
FOIA  Office’s  (DFO)  final  response  to  the  Freedom  of  Information  Act  (FOIA) 
request  submitted  by  American  Oversight  on  September  4,  2018. 

This  response  also  responds  to  the  matter  of  American  Oversight  v.  U.S. 
Department  of  Agriculture,  Civil  Action  No.  l:19-cv-00652  currently  pending  in 
the  U.S.  District  Court  for  the  District  of  Columbia. 

The  pending  Complaint  in  the  above-referenced  matter  is  based  on  USDA’s 
alleged  failure  to  comply  with  the  applicable  time-limit  provisions  of  the  FOIA 
in  response  to  American  Oversight’s  three  records  request  for  communications 
between  USDA  officials  and  various  industry  groups  or  lobbyists  representing 
them.  One  of  those  three  records  requests  were  assigned  2018-OSEC-05938-F 
and  sought: 

All  email  communications  sent  by  Rebeckah  Adcock  to  external  entities  or 
individuals  with  email  addresses  ending  in  .org,  .com  or  .net.  Please  provide 
all  responsive  records  from  April  1,  2017,  to  November  15,  2017. 

Below  are  the  details  regarding  the  DFO’s  search  efforts  for  the  above  referenced 
matter,  records  found  in  connection  with  the  search,  and  a  description  of  the 
FOIA  exemptions  applied  to  select  records. 

Search  Efforts 


A  search  for  responsive  records  was  conducted  by  the  Office  of  the  Chief 
Information  Officer’s  (OCIO)  telecommunications  provider,  Client  Experience

Center  (CEC).  The  CEC  performs  network  services  for  the  OCIO  to  include  electronic 
messaging  operations,  electronic  calendars,  blackberry,  mobile  device  management 
(MDM),  file  and  print,  remote  access,  voice,  network,  service  desk,  and  other  application 
services.  The  CEC  searched  the  Outlook  account  associated  with  Rebeckah  Adcock  from 
April  1,  2017  to  November  15,  2017.  On  April  30,  2019,  a  first  interim  totaling  649 
pages  from  CEC’s  search  was  provided.  Those  records  were  Bates  Stamped  000001 
through  000649.  Today’s  final  response  for  2018-OSEC-05938-F  includes  the 
remaining  42  pages  from  CEC’s  search.  These  records  are  being  provided  to  you  with 
Bates  Stamps  000650  through  000691. 

Following  a  review  of  the  responsive  records,  the  DFO  determined  that  certain 
information  contained  therein  should  be  withheld  pursuant  to  5  U.S.C.  §552(b)(6). 

Below  is  an  explanation  of  the  information  withheld. 

Application  of  5  U.S.C.  §552(bX6)  “FOIA  Exemption  6” 

FOIA  Exemption  6  permits  the  government  to  withhold  information  regarding 
individuals  in  “personnel  and  medical  files  and  similar  files”  when  the  disclosure  of  such 
information  would  constitute  a  clearly  unwarranted  invasion  of  personal  privacy  and 
where  such  privacy  interests  outweigh  any  public  interest  which  would  be  advanced  by 
disclosure.  For  purposes  of  the  FOIA,  the  public  interest  is  advanced  when  disclosure  of 
the  requested  information  educates  the  public  about  the  activities  of  the  government. 

Portions  of  the  records  produced  as  a  result  of  the  CEC’s  search  efforts  were  withheld 
under  FOIA  Exemption  6.  These  items  include  cellular  phone  numbers,  direct  office 
numbers,  email  addresses  not  available  to  the  public,  and  conference  call  access  codes. 
This  information  qualifies  as  “similar  files”  because  it  applies  to  particular  individuals. 
Release  of  the  cellular  phone  numbers,  direct  office  numbers,  and  email  addresses  not 
available  to  the  public  could  subject  individuals  to  unwarranted  or  unsolicited 
communications.  As  for  the  conference  call  access  codes,  participants  have  a  privacy 
interest  in  ensuring  no  uninvited  individual  is  listening  in  on  the  call. 

Because  there  is  a  viable  privacy  interest  that  would  be  threatened  by  disclosure,  and  no 
outweighing  public  interest  to  be  advanced  by  disclosure,  FOIA  Exemption  6  authorizes 
the  DFO  to  withhold  the  information. 

The  DFO’s  review  of  responsive  records  for  the  other  two  records  requests  listed  in  the 
Complaint  is  ongoing.  In  light  of  the  matter  American  Oversight  v.  U.S.  Department  of 
Agriculture,  Civil  Action  No.  1 : 19-cv-00652  currently  pending  in  the  U.S.  District  Court 
for  the  District  of  Columbia,  administrative  appeal  rights  are  not  being  provided  in  this 
response  letter.
